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CONGRESS AND ITS WORK

SEN iTOR BUTLER MAKES AN ANGRY ASSAULT 
ON SENATOR CONKLING—DISCUSSING THE 
PENSION BILL—THE RIVER AND HARBOR 
BILL DEFEATES—COMMISSIONER LE- 


DUC’S AMBITION. 

Wasnrineton, Feb. 7.—The Senators of 
South Carolina seem determined to maintain 
their belligerent reputation. Wade Hampton 
failed to get Secretary Shermen into a quar- 
rel, although he held out hisaddress as a tempt- 
ing bait. But his colleague, Senator Butler, 
has transferred the attack to Senator Conkling, 
apparently hoping to be more successful. Sev- 
eral days ago Mr. Butler, who has been very 
quiet this session, gave notice that he would 
ask the Senate to listen to some remarks con- 
cerning the allegations that frauds had been 
committed in taking the census in South Carc- 
iina, and also in relation ‘to the results 
of the Census Bureau’s investigations 
there. In tke Senate to-day he arose, 
with a quantity of manuscript in his 
hand, and asked permission to make the re- 
marks of which he had spoken. Although the 
rulesof courtesy which prevail in the Senate 
favor the postponement of all other business 
for such remarks as these, there 'ssemed to be 
some opposition to Mr. Butler. Other Senators 
seemed forgetful of these rules and eager to 
procead to other business, as if they kne:7 that 
his speech would make troubls. The Senator 
began his speech thre» times before the floor 
was ziven to him beyond dispute. He dia not 
confizs his remarks to the history of the census 
in South Carolina as it is generally known to 
the public, but turned his guns against Mr. 
Coukling, quoting from the latter’s speeches 
lurin.z the recent campaign, and bestowing 
apon him many choice epithets. Unfortunate- 
ly, his remarks were made in such a tone that 
they were not plainly heard in all parts of 
the chamber. Among the epithets by which he 
characterized the Senator from New-York 
were: ‘‘ Republican stump orator,”’ ‘political 
highwayman,’’ and ‘political hyena,” and 
he also described him as the leader of a band 
of conspirators who had despoiled the South 
and then taunted that section with its poverty. 
The charges made by the Senator, whom he 
did not name, were, he said, the malignant ut- 


terances of a heart full of hate toward the 
South, and the author had not been honest 
enough to acknowledge that they were base- 
less after he had discovered that they were so. 
Wki’s Mr. Butler was reading his speech, Mr. 
Co-s<ling was quite busy at his desk attending 
to his correspondence, and consulting with 
Congressman Bliss and others, who had called 
to see him. Not untii the Senator from South 
Carolina had nearly finished his speech, did 
Mr. Conkling seem to listen to what he was 
saying. Ashe listened a fiush passed over his 
usnally pale face, and when Mr. Butler took his 
seat he arose. ‘I have heard but little of 
what the Senator has said,’’ he began, ‘‘ but 
it appears that his remarks are designed as an 
assau.t upon me. I have this tosay: That for 
the vaporings of the Senator 1 have no con- 
cern. e seems to have alluded toa speech 
made by me last September and he has taken 
fives menths to reply to it. I had received no 
notice that he meditated a reference to me 
and have been unabie to hear much that he 
has said. I willtake at least until to-morrow 
defora I reply, and if I find, when I read his 
speech, that in what he chooses to publish in 
the Record there is anything which requires 
ary reply from me, as an_ individual 
or as a Representative of the State 
of New-York, I wiilt endeavor to make 
a reply. If I should be satisfied that 
in any manner J have done injustice to South 
Carolina or any other State, I shall find a sea- 
sonabis and suitable occasion for recalling and 
vorrecting it.’”? Mr. Conkling then sat down, 
without any signs of agitation. Thereupon 
Mr. Butler arose, his face white with anger, 
and said: ** The Senator from New-York may 
be sure that what Ihave said will appear in 
the Wecord. He has remarked that he has no 
con-zrn in what he terms the vaporings of the 
Senetor from South Carolina. I will add that 
the swaggering insolence of the Senator trom 
New-York has no concern for mo.’? The Sen- 
ate and the galleries had no difficulty in hear- 
ing and understanding these words, and the 
chamber was very quiet when Mr. Conkling 
again arose: ‘‘ The Senator from South Caro- 
Jina is a person,”’ said he, ‘with whom I do 
£.0t choose te bandy epithets here or elsewhere, 
feat of ali here, so I have nothing to add to 
what I have said.”” The Senator from New- 
York then very coolly turned his attention to 
his correspond nce, and the Senate took up 
other business. In a few minutes Mr. Conk- 
‘ing visited the Democratic cloakroom. At 
tho do. he met Mr. Buti.*, who swung back 
the icurin order that he might pass. A few 
minute- later the two men met and brushed 
past each other in the chamber, but there was 
nothing in the appeara«* of either to show 
that .<vth‘%«g unusual hadoccurred. Later in 
the day «r. Edmunds had a consultation with 
Mr. Conkiing, and Mr. Ransom, one of Mr. 
Conkling’s Democratic friends, had a long 
conversation with Mr. Butler. It is expected 
that Mr. Conkling will reply to-morrow, and 
some believe that the charges made by Mr. 
Bayard against Mr. Conkling will be referred 
to before the controversy ends. 

The greater part of to-day’s session in the 
Sen**s was absorbed by the discussion of the 
Pensin Appropriation bill. An unsuccessful 
attempt was made by Mr. Harris, of Tennes- 
see, supported by Mr. Thurman, to order a 
specizl] session for to-morrow evening, to take 
up anu have read the District of Columbia bill. 
Pendinyz the discussion of this proposition the 
morning hour expire’. The consideration of 
the Peas“ Appropriation bili was then re- 
sumed, the question being on the amendment 
for the establishment of local pension courts, 
known as the Sixt7 Surgeons’ biJl. Mr. Kirk- 
wood, in ad ccating the amendment, said the 
bill had been made the subject of a great 
jJeal of misrepresentation. e denied that if 
the ameuament passed -1i the proofs now on 
Sle ia pentiag claims would becom») of no 
value. On the contray, it would be the bus’- 
aess Of the Pension Office to lay aside for 
presen’ consideration all cases ready for a 
nearing, andin ali the remaining cases the 
pension courts would be required to furnish 
additional testimeny where it was needed. 
Mr. Saunders thought, trom his understanding 
of the amendment, that it was calculated to 
invive fraud instead of preventing it. The 
officers created by the amendment are au- 
thorized to receive a fee of 50 cents for each 
witness examined, and thus a temptation is 
held out to them to procure more _ wit- 
nesses than are required to establish or 
‘defend a claim. Hecould see no advantages 
in the proposition sufficient to compensate for 
the danger of changing a law which is well 
undersood to one which would be likely to 
resuii in confusion in the preparation of pen- 
sion papers in the future. After some further 
jJebats, Mr. Teller raised the point of order 
that the amendment proposed to engraft gen- 
eral legislation on an appropriation bill, and 
Mr. Withers, in order to obviate this objection, 
modified his amendment so as to limit its 
operation to the next fiscal year. The Senate, 
however, decided taat the modified amend- 
ment was not in order under the rules, 
and the question recurred on the bill. Mr. 
Piumb them moved an amendment appro- 
priating $200,000 for 50 additional examiners 
for the Pension Office, and for the additional 
clerical fores necessary to render effective the 
work of these examiners. Mr. Withers insisted 
that this amendment was open to the same ob- 
jection a3 his own, which the Senate had ruled 
iuut of order, and he raised the question of 
order. After discussion by Messrs. Hoar, 
Ingalls, and Voorhees, tho Senate, by a vote 
of 31 to 24, declared the amendment to be in 
order, and then, at 5:15, adjourned without 


taking further action. j 

In the House, to-day, the River and Harbor 
Appropriation bill was defeated, failing to re- 
ceive the necessary two-thirds vote. This is, 

rhaps, the first time since this scheme for 
annually distributing public money among the 
various Congressional districts was concocted 
that it has suffered dofcat, and the result of 


the vate to- and startled the ad- 


vocates ot large appropriations for the im- 

rovement of interior creeks and rivulets. The 
oil was introduced by Mr. Reagan, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Commerce, who, 
in moving to suspend the rules, dis- 
charge the Committee on Commerce from 
its further consideration,‘and pass it, stated 
that he had been instructed to make this mo- 
tion by his committce. This was an unfortu- 
nate statement, as it gave the opponents of 
the measure opportunity to raise the point that 
Mr. Reagan could not properly make such a 
motion. The rules prescribe that on the first 
and third Mondays of each month, motions to 
suspend the rules shall be in order, preference 
being given on the first Monday of each 
month tc individuals, and on the third 
Monday to committees. Recognizing his 
blunder, Mr. Reagan stated that while 
his committee had authorized the motion 
for suspension, he made the motion to-day 
in his individual capacity. After considerable 
discussion, the Speaker ruled that the motion 
was in order, Mr. Reagan having explained 
that he was acting for himself and not for his 
committee. The motion having been seconded, 
Mr. Reagan occupied 15 minutes in advocating 
and explaining the bill, and was followed by 
Mr. Cox, who made an effectual speech against 
it. Fifteen minutes was a short time in which 
to talk against a bill providing for an appro- 
priation exceeding $10,000,000, but Mr. Cox 
made good use of his time, and his remarks 
contributed materially to the defeat 
of the measure. An analysis of the 
bill made by Mr. Cox shows that the 
15 States represented by the members of the 
Committee on Commerce, would receive an 
aggregate of nearly $6,000,000, or about six- 
tenths of the entire amount to be appropri- 
ated. Mr. McLane, of Maryland, a member 
of the Committee on Commerce, attempted to 
break the force of Mr. Cox’s remarks by in- 
terrupting that gentleman, but was demolished 
by one of those humorous retorts for which 
the gentleman from New-York is noted. ‘I 
never knew it to fail,’’ said Mr. Cox, ‘that 
when this bill is attacked in the House the 
man who jumps up in the air and brings his 
head against the escutcheon of his State 
painted on the glass ceiling is sure to be found 
serving on the Committee on Commerce.”’ 
When the roll-call on the passage of the bill 
was completed, it was discovered that its op- 
ponents mustered 88 votes, while its advocates 
could only, count 158. This discovery pro 
duced intense excitement and during the read 
ing of the names for verification the advocates 
of the bill were actively engaged among 
thoss who voted in the negative to 
induce a sufficient mumber to change 
to reverse the result. Their efforts were 
rewarded by the securing of two recruits, 
Messrs. McKinley and Keifer, of Ohio, who 
changed from yea to nay, thus making the 
vote stand 160 to 86, leaving the affirmative 
still short, and requiring a further change of 
four votes to constitute the necessary two- 
thirds. Before further changes could be made, 
the Speaker announced the result of the vote, 
and declared that the motion to suspend the 
rules and pass the bill had failed. The follow-

The yote of to-day does not preclude an- 
other effort to pass the bill. It is now m 
possession of the Committee on Commerce, 
and may be reported back to the’ House at any 
time by that committee. On Feb. 21, being 
the third Monday of the month, it will be in 
order for the Chairman of the Committee on 
Commerce, under instructions from that com- 
mittee, to move to suspend the rules and pass 
the bill. By that time it is very probable that 
the committee will secure additional votes for 
the measure by adding a few thousand dollars 
for the improvement of rivers and creeks in 
the districts of some of those members who 
are not satisfied with the amounts now named 
in the bill. 

The success that has attended the efforts of 
the Commissioner of Agriculture and his 
friends to erect the Agricultural Bureau into a 
separate and independent department of the 
Government, and to exalt its chief to a posi- 
tion in the Cabinet, is shown by the large vote 
in the House to-day in favor of a bill for the 
purpose above stated. The vote on the bili in 
question lacked only one of constituting the 
necessary two-thirds to pass it, and had #& 
not been for Mr. Bliss, of New-York, the 
one vote necessary to make the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture a Cabinet officer, 
so far as the House is concerned, would have 
been recorded in the affirmative. Before the 
result of the roll-cail was announced, Mr. 
Camp, of New-York, who had recorded him- 
self in the negative, changed to the affirmative 
side, whereupon Mr. Bliss, who had voted in 
the affirmative, took Mr. Camp’s place in the 
negative, thus defeating the measure. The 
large vote recorded for the measure is signifi- 
cant, and indicates that at sometime in the 
near future an additional executive depart- 
ment will be erected to take charge of agricul- 
ture and other internal interests of the country. 


Under the call of States for bills in the 
House to-day, Mr. Thomas Turner, of Ken- 
tucky, introduced a joint resolution declaring 
that the Constitution confers on Congress no 
power to impose a tariff, internal revenue, or 
other tax, except for the purpose of raising 
revenue; that the revenue standard of taxa- 
tion is the lowest rate that will yield the re- 
quired revenue, and that to impose a higher 
tax than this is to place an unnecessary bur- 
den upon the consumers of taxed articles. Mr. 
Robeson, of New-Jersey, presented a bill 
to compel railroad companies to carry axes 
and fire extinguishers in passenger cars, and 
alsoa joint resolution requesting the President 
to convey forthwith to her Britainnic Majesty 
the good wishes of the people of the United 
States in regard to her colonies, their hope that 
no more blood may be shed in South Africa, 
and that her Majesty may see fit to accord to 
the inhabitants of the Transvaal republic 
region their independence, if she shall find 
that they had no desire to surrender it 
to her. Mr. Speer, of Georgia, rose to a 
question 9 ago and complained that his 
colleague, Mr. Hammond, had accused him of 
having, in_a speech in the House, arraigned 
the whole Democratic Party for dereliction of 
duty. Mr. Speer claimed that Mr. Hammond 
had misrepresented him, and after the usual 
explanations by the latter the matter was 
dropped, and it is presumed that Mr. Speer 
has regained his position in the affection of his 
party. Mr. Bownan, of Massachusetts, en- 
deavored tosecurea suspensionof therules to 
pass a joint resolution for the appointment 
of a commission to ascertain and report a basis 
for a reciprocity treaty between this country 
and the British Provinces. The reading of the 
report of the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
was called for but the House dispensed with it 
by a vote of 162 to S4. The House then 
refused to second tho demand for a 


suspension of the rules by a vote of 33 to 119,

On motion of Mr. Frye, the rules wero sus- 
pended, and the Senate bill to amend the law 
relative to the seizure of vessels for 
breach of revenue laws was _ passed. 
The bill provides ‘‘That no vessel used by 
any person or corporation as common carriers, 
in transaction of their business as such com- 
mon carriers, shall be subject to seizure or 
forfeiture, by force of the provisions 
of title 34 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States unless it shall appear that 
the owner or master of such vessels, at the 
time of the alleged illegal act, was 
a consenting party or ovrivy thereto.” 
This bill was passed because of the 
seizure, some time ago, of certain steam-ships 
plying between New-York and Liverpool, and 
the imposition of heavy penalties under 
the statute which it modifies, although 
it was made apparent that the 
illegal acts for which seizures were made were 
caused by passengers and members of the 
crews of the vessels seized, without any knowl- 
edge on the part of the masters or owners of 
the unlawful acts that led to the seizures, 
The bill having been passed by both 
houses, will be sent to the President on 
Wednesday for approval. Mr. Whiteaker, 
of Tennessee, introduced a bill ah oer 
$175,000 to be expended by the Navy Depart- 
ment for the relief of the Jeannette, which 
was refused, and the House then, at 5:40 P. M., 


adjourned.

Did you give out, or do you know any one 
who did give out, any information in regard to the 
proceedings in the executive session which author- 
ized this investigation?

To the Judiciaru Committee of the United 
States Senate, the Hon, A. G. Thurman, 
Chairman, Washington, D. C.: 

In behalf of 800 business firms, members of 
the New-York Board of Trade and Transpor- 
tation, we respectfully but earnestly protest 
against the confirmation of the Hon. Stanley 
Matthews as Judge of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, for the following reasons: 
We are informed, and believe, that the 
great railroad corporations of the country 
are endeavoring to obtain control of this 
court of last resort, which has heretofore 
been the most important bulwark in defend- 
ing the public interests against the encroach- 
ments of corporations; that Mr. Matthews has 
been educated as a railroad attorney, and nat- 
urally views railroad questions from a rail- 
road stand-point; that his action while a mem- 
ber of the United States Senate proves this, 
and in this important respect renders him unfit 
for the position of a Judge of the Supreme 
Court.

THE DUTY ON PLATE-IRON. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Some time ago a 
decision was made by the Treasury Depart- 
ment to the effect that piate-iron, imported 


from foreign countries, in which holes were 
wrought or punched, shall be appraised as a 
manufacture of iron not otherwise provided for 
in the tariff laws, and pay a duty of 35 per 
cent, ad valoren. On plate-iron without being 
thus prepared with holes the prescribed duty 
is $25 per ton. which is equivolent to about 60 
per cent advalorem. Manufacturers and deal- 
ers in iron have frequently protested against 
the ruling of the department on this subject as 
being unjust and inconsistent. They have re- 
peatedl; directed attention to the act 
that, under this decision, foreign manu- 
facturers of plate-iron have been en- 
abled to evade the higher rate of duty, 
the application of a little labor prior to ex- 
portation thus depriving the Government of 
the proper rate of duty, and at the same time 
withholding from American mechanics a cer- 
tain amount of labor that would otherwise 
come to them in the preparation of iron plates 
for riveting. Butuntil to-day no relief could 
be obtained. Mr. Ward, of Pennsylvania, has 
made several arguments before Assistant Sec- 
retary French in connection with this matter, 
and to-day succeeded in having the Secretary 
of the Treasury issue a circular letter suspend- 
ing for the present the decision referred to.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7, 1881. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $855,293 28, and from Customs $737,379 16. 

The Treasury Department has directed the 
transfer of about $4,000,000 of gold from the 


New-York Assay Office to the Philadelphia 
Mint for coinage into eagles and half-eagles. 


Senators Hamlin of Maine and Thurman of 
Ohio were appointed ‘tellers to-day on the part 


of the Senate for the counting of the Electoral 
vote. On the part of the House, Messrs. House 
of Tennessee and Crowley of New-York were 
selected. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee to-day took 
up the nomination of E. C. Billings, of New- 
Grleans, to be Circuit Judge for the Fifth 
Circuit; but it went over without action, as 
did also the nomination of George H. Forster 
for the Southern District Attorneyship of 
New-York. 

Mr. Gillette, of Iowa, introduced the follow- 
ing resolution in the House to-day: ‘‘ That we 


regard with increased solicitude the painful 
condition of affairs in Ireland, and renew our 
expressions of sympathy for the people of that 
island, who are struggling peacefully to retain 
their homes and the fruits of their honest toil.

It appears that a re- 
port has been circulated that only a few of 
these pieces were coined, and that, consequent- 
ly, they possess great numismatic interest and 
value. ‘The facts are that, owing to a defect in 
the hub from which the first die for coining 
the standard silver dollars were made, tho 
eagle had eight tail feathers. * A new one was 
substituted on which the engraver put seven 
feathers in the tail, but this was not done until 
about balf a million pieces had been struck at 
the Philadelphia Mint, and probably as many 
moro at the Western Mints. The eight-feath- 
ered-tail dollars are therefore of nomore value 


than those with only seven, 


THE STATE LEGISLATURE 


A BUSY EVENING IN THE TWO 
HOUSES AT ALBANY. 

BILL FOR A BOARD OF RAILROAD COMBKIS- 
SIONERS—M. C. MURPHY’S UNDIGNIFIED 
ATTACK UPON MR. HAMILTON—-THE MEX- 
ICAN SOUTHERN ROAD IN THE SENATE 
—ENTERTAINMENTS IN ARMORIES. 

ALBANY, Feb. 7.—The Assembly was in- 
dustrious to-night, and sat until 10 o’clock, in 
the consideration of general orders, thus get- 
ting rid of a number of small bills. One of the 
bills considered was one to establisn a free 
public bath in the Fifth Ward. Mr. Hamilton 
proposed to strike out the words specifying the 
location, as there might be some objection to 
compelling the authorities to moor a bath 
within the limits named. His objections were 
in no sense personal or offensive, yet Mr. 

M. C. Murphy replied in a despicably 

mean and vulgar way, flinging out various 

insinuations about the Representative from 
the Eleventh District that he would be ashamed 
to utter in conversation with his colleague, 
and intimating that he would say viler things 


if he were provoked by opposition. The As- 
sembly was fortunately spared the annoyance 
of further taik from Murphy by the silence of 
Mr. Hamilton. The bill ‘‘ to establish a Board 
of Railroad Commissioners,’”’? introduced by 
Dr. Hayes, resembles the bill last year sub- 
mitted by the special Railroad Committee 
of 1880. It allows the Governor to appoint 
four Commissioners, without the advice or 
consent of the Senate. The bill of last year 
provided for three Commissioners only, to be 
named by the Governor and confirmed by the 
Senate. One of the Commissioners is to be 
named by the Governor or President, and is to 
receive $5,000 a year; the other Commissioners 
are to receive $4,000 each, and the whole ex- 
pense of the commission is not to ex- 
ceed $50,000 a year. The office of the 
board is to ke in Albany, and it is 
to keep informed of the business of all steam 
companies and report their operations and 
condition to the Legislature in January of 
each year. Mr. Fenner introduced a bill pro- 
hibiting the sale of oils for illuminating pur- 

oses that evolve a combustible vapor at 100° 
Fahrenheit and that will ignite at less than 
150°, and it also prohibits the yg of cars 
on steam railroads with oils of this description. 
Mr. Turck, of Ulster, introduced a bill repeal- 
ing chapter 568 of the Laws of 1870, the act 
under whick the telegraph companies consoli- 
dated. 

Several institutions, more or less charitable, 
have from time to time demanded appropria- 
tions in one year just because they were made 
in a previous year. Mr. Hamilton to-night 
introduced a bill which provides that it shall 
not be obligatory upon the Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Commonalty of the City of New-York to 
pay at any time after Dec. 31, 1881, any sum 
or sums to and for any private or incorporated 
society, association, asylum, hospital, corpora- 
tion, institution, protectory, home, or school, 
but may from time to time make appropria- 
tions and payments to such institutions as re- 
ceived the same during 1880, provided that no 
such appropriation or payment shall be made 
to any such society at a greater rate or per 
capita allowance than has heretofore been 
authorized by law to be paid to such society 
or association. 

The Mexican Southern Railroad bill was u 
in Committee of the Whole ot the Senate this 
evening, and gave rise to much discussion. Mr. 
Sessions objected that there was no personal 
liability clause in the bill, and he moved an 
amendment that each stockholder should 
be liable to creditors in this State for 
the amount of his subscription. Messrs. 
Robertson, Strahan, and Astor op- 
posed the amendment on the ground that 
the general railroad law of this State did not 
make stockholders liable at all, and there was 
no reason for putting this corporation on a dif- 
ferent footing. The bill already made them 
liable for unpaid stock, which was more than 
the law required of any home corporation, or 
of any foreign corporation chartered 
by the laws of this State, several 
of which had already been chartered 
similar to this one. Mr. Sessions’s motion was 
carried, but was subsequently reconsidered. 
Mr. Sessions then moved that the liability for 
unpaid stock should continue for two years 
instead of one, as the bill provides. This 
amendment was agreed to without debate. 
Mr. Woodin then moved to strike out the Credit 
Mobilier clause, which allows the corporators 
to contract witb each other for the construc- 
tion of the work. Pending the discussion of 
the motion, the committee arose and reported 
progress. 

The bill prohibiting foreign insurance com- 
panies from moving causes out of the State 
courts to Federal courts was ordered to a third 
reading. Mr. Seebacker’s bill, relative to 
dumping garbage in New-York Bay, was or- 
dered to a third reading. 

Adjt.-Gen. Frederick Townsend has just is- 
sued an order which will explain his order of 
Jan. 28 to the satisfaction of all persons 
whe wondered why the Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment should be interfered with. It has been 
noticed here that the friends of the regiment 
have not been at all anxious to be right, but 
have misrepresented the Adjutant-General by 
talking asif he desired to prevent the presen- 
tation of colors or the reception to Gen. 
McClellan. The order which follows was sent 
to-day to the Colonel of the Fifth Regiment, 
so that a fairin the armory of the regiment, 
for which great preparations had been made, 
shall not be interrupted:

KNOCKED DOWN BY A SLED. 

SoMERVILLE, N. J., Feb. 7.—A melancholy 
coasting accident occurred here Saturday evening. 
For weeks past the younger, and often some older, 
people of the town{bave coasted upon Cliff-street, 
a street running parallel with Main-street two 
blocks to the north. The hill is long and crosses 


Grove-street, where it becomes nearly level, and 
the coasters’ sleds would run a_ hundred 
yards further toward the Ciiff-street bridge. 
On Saturday evening, about 8:30 o’clock, 
50 or more deople were gathered there to ony 


the coasting in the fine moonlight. Daryid 


Sutphen, alawyer of this place, and Joseph Ste- 
phens, a baggagemaster upon the Central Railroad, 
who themselves had frequentiy coasted down this 
small hill, undertook to cross Cliff-street at 
Grove. They did this when a long “bob” 
sled of young Vredenburg Voorhees was coming 
rapidly upon them, loaded with six or seven per- 
sons, including ladies. The ** bob” was going at a 
terrific speed. Stephens prudentiy kept back, but 
Sutphen. who had passed the point to escape the 

bob,” becoming confused and alarmed, as men 
sometimes do when crossing a railroad track, 
retreated, putting himself directly in front 
of the “bob.” He struc on the 
ankles, and turned a somersault upon his 
head, the latter striking hard upon the ice. He 
was carried home and Dr. Wagoner called. There 
was concussion of the brain, and all efforts have 
been fruitless to restore him to consciousness. 
There are no hopes this afternoon that Mr. Sut- 
phen will recover. He is about 35 years of age and 
married. He was admitted to practice law several 
years ago and settled at. Raritan, but at the time of 
the accident was about leasing an office in Somer- 
ville, where he has resided for the year past. 
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A SENATOR STILL UNCHOSEN. 
AS a 
THE GROW AND OLIVER MEN STEADFAST AND 
LIKELY TO REMAIN 80. 

HareisburG, Penn., Feb. 7.—The nine- 
teenth ballot for United States Senator, to-day, 
was a repetition of that of Saturday, there be- 
ing less than 100 Senators and Representatives 
present. The break in the Oliver faction, so 
often predicted, and so eagerly and confidently 
expected, did not take place, and that gentle- 
man’s friends preserve about the same pro- 
portion to the supporters of the other candi- 
dates that they have maintained throughout 
the numerous ballots already had, Neither 
house did any legislative business _ be- 
fore the joint convention assembled, for 
the reason that neither had a quorum. 


Only 92 votes, 33 less than a quorum, 
were given for Senator, which were divided as 
follows: Oliver, 32; Wallace, 24; Grow, 29; 
Phillips and Macveagh, 2 each, and Shiras, 
Baird, and Curtin, 1 each. No votes were cast 
for Lieut.-Gov. Stone, whom some few per- 
sons tried to make themselves believe would 
receive a number of votes from the Philadel- 
phia delegation to-day. There is nothing to 
indicate tnat the prediction that a break in the 
Oliver forces will occur about the middle of the 
week will be verified. There has been much 
bold guesswork and wild prophecy indulged in 
by lookers-on at this struggle, and from pres- 
ent appearances, any prediction as to the final 
result will be as wild and wide of the mark as 
any that have already been made. 

‘the fact is, there is no change in the situa- 
tion. The Oliver and Grow factions maintain 
their attitude of unyielding hostility to each 
other’s candidate, and the Democrats regard 
the situation with the same apparent indif- 
ference witk which they have met all over- 
tures for a combination with either of the fac- 
tions of the opposition. Mr. Oliver is 
still a candidate. He became - one 
only at the urgent request of his 
friends, and he feels it his duty to stand out 
to the last for the principle which is involved 
in the contest. He feels, as his friends feel, 
that were he to withdraw from the contest 
now the partyin the State would hereafter 
be at the mercy of any portion of the minor 
ity possessing sufficient strength and de- 
termination to defeat the will of the majority. 
Much has been said about the anxiety of the 
leaders to be rid of Mr. Oliver as a candidate. 
While it is doubtless true that they regret 
the unfortunate aspect of affairs, it is 
not true that they wish to choose a new candi- 
date. They feel that party‘organization and dis- 
cipline depend upon the triumph of the caucus 
nominee, and however unpromising the situa- 
tion may be, and however distant an election 
may seem, it can be taken for granted that no 
change will be made in the caucus nominee un- 
til the gentleman who now occupies that posi- 
tion withdraws of his own volition, and it is 
not certain that his friends will desert him 
even then. 


A FRIGHTENED BARBER. 
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AN INFERNAL MACHINE IN A POUGHKEEPSIE 
BASEMENT. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Feb. 7.—Last Wednesday 
night the Police received information that a lot of 
inflammable material had been placed in the base- 
ment of the law office of Daniel W. Guernsey. A 
strict watch was kept up during the night until 2 
o’clock Thursday morning, when an infernal ma- 
chine, found in the basement, was taken to Police 
Head-quarters. Along Market-street a long cord 
was found which had been thoroughly rubbed with 
powder, forming a perfect fuse. This cord led 
into the basement referred to, where the end 
was fastened to a box of matches, and the 
matches were covered with oiled paper and 
pine wood saturated with oil, and oil had becn 
thrown about the wood-work in the base- 
ment. The cord had also been fired, but, by 
some means, the fire became extinguished before 
it reached the olly matter. The basement is 
one of many underneath the long wooden biock of 
buildings leading from the Nejson House to Union- 
street, and the block is filled with lawyers’ offices. 
Next, south of Mr. Guernsey’s office, is a barber- 
shop, owned by a German named Ernst Blanck. 
Some of the newspapers of the city ridiculed the 
affair. claiming it was a joke on the Police by some 
waggish lawyers in the block. 

On Sunday the barber, Ernst Blanck, called upon 
Henry Prahlow, a German tailor, and an intimate 
acquaintance, and said he would like to see Police 
Constable John Burns. Mr. Prahlow went to 
Officer Burns’s house, and ascertained that the lat- 
ter had gone to New-York, and afterward told 
Blanck. Twice afterward Blanc« called upon 
Prahlow, and told him he was very anxious to 
see Burns, and he seemed much excited. 
Burns returned from New-York late last night and 
this morning, about, i0 o’clock, called upon Prahlow 
at his tailoring establishment, No. 251 Main-street, 
tosee what he wanted. Prahlow was telling him, 
when, looking into the street below, they saw 
Blanck passing. He was called up stairs, when 
Prahlow withdrew, jleaving Burns and Blanck 
talking. The latter told Burns people were look- 
ing cross at him as though he was the one who had 
attempted to burn the block referred to. He 
volunteered the statemet that he had 
often seen people go into the basement 
the same as other people might have seen him go 
in, and that he was also anxious to find out who 
attempted to burn the block, and would give $100 
to know who did it. Burns impressed him with the 
idea that every effort was being made to find out 
who did the job. During the conversation Blanck 
showed much excitement. They parted with the 
understanding that they would meet againin the 
afternoon, and Blanck passed up Main-street. 

At3P. M. a farmer’s sleigh, drawn bytwo horses, 
driven by a farmer named Asa Lyons, halted in 
front of Police Head-quarters. In the sleigh was 
an unconscious man, who was immediately recog- 
nized as Blanck. It seems that about 11:30 A. M. 
George P. Schryver, another farmer, while driving 
along on the creek road, near the Stoutenburgh 
farm, five orsix miles from this city, saw 4 man 
ahead diving and tumbling about the roadway. 
The man seemed to be unable to control his 
own movements, and finally fell. Mr. Schryver, 
with the assistance of Mr. Stoutenburgh, 
got the man into Mr. Stoutenburgh’s barn. He 
spoke only once, and muttered that he was from 
Poughkeepsie, and when Mr. Asa Lyon came along 
he took him to Police Head-quarters. Dr. Langdon 
was at once sent for, and, after examination, said 
Blanck had taken poison of some kind, probably 
jlaudanum. Coroner Frost discovered that Blanck 
had bought that poison in the morning. Vigorous 
means were taken to preserve his life, and it is 
thought he will recover. 
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ONE OF EDISON’S PATENTS CONTESTED. 

Wasuineron, Feb. 7.—The Examiner of In- 
terferences of the Patent Office has decided, upon 
the test:mony submitted by the United States Elec- 
tric Lighting Company, that Mr. Maxim is enti- 


tled toa patent fora thermostatic regulator simi- 
lar to that which, it is understood, Mr. Edison pro- 
poses to use in his electric lamp, and for which Mr. 
Edison has a patent. ‘the decision grew out of an 
application filed by the United States Electric 
Lighting Company, in which it was maintained that 
Mr. Maxim had completed the invention previous 
to Mr. Edison. Uponthe hearing of the case the 
testimony was all submitted by the applicants. Mr. 
Edison's defense was simply that the Maxim in- 
vention was inoperative. Ifthe case is appealed to 
the Examining Board and a patent is granted to 
Maxim the priority then remains to be settled by 
the courts. .

NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATIVE WORK.

AN EXPRESSION OF SYMPATHY WITH IRELAND 
—ATTACKING MR. KELSEY’S FEES. 
TRENTON, Feb. 7.—The Hudson member 
from Ireland fired what he hoped would prove a 
bomb-shell into the House immediately after the 
opening this evening. It was in the form of a 
resolution, introduced with a series of buncombe 
preambles, declaring that the New-Jersey Assem- 
bly recognized the justice of the cause in which 
the Irish people are contending, expressing the 
hope that their efforts may be crowned with suc- 
cess, and deprecating the avowed inten- 
tion of the British Government to coerce 
the Irish people into an observance of 


law. As a sample of a_ State docnu- 
ment that is intended to tame the British lion, 
the preamble and resolution can scarcely be com- 
mended, either for English or for their statesman- 
ship. Efforts were made by some of the Repub- 
lican members to amend the paper into good Eng- 
lish, but they did not succeed. When a final vote 
on the bill was imminent, Mr. McDermott, of Hud- 
son, made a buncombe Irish speech, followed by 
Mr. Duna, of Union, in the same vein. Mr. Munn, 
of Essex, did not think that the resolution express- 
ing sympathy was sympathetic enough, while 
the resolution denouncing coercion was not 
respectful enough in tenor to be a part of 
areputable State paper. Mr. Williams, of Essex, 
was inclined to the same view. Mr. Albertson 
brought down the House by saying that he feared 
that the resolutions might bring on a war if they 
were adopted. All serious objection to them was 
afterward withdrawn, and to please their Irish 
constituents the members voted the resolution 
through. 

Of much more interest was the action concern- 
ing Secretary of State Kelsey. The Senate, last 
week, passed a concurrent resoiution directing the 
Attorney-General to institute suit against the Sec- 
retary of State to recover about $32,000, alleged to 
have been unlawfully paid to him for the distribu- 
tion of the laws on printed slips to the news- 
papers for publication. When the resolution 
reached the House it was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary. This evening the Republican mem- 
bers of the committee reported the resolution 
back to the House, with a recommendation that. it 
pass. The Democratic members sent up a minority 
report, referring the matter to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral for his opinion on the point whether an action 
can be ,maintained. Mr. Martin, of Sussex, 
thought ft would be a_ good idea, _ be- 
fore commencing suit, to find out whether there 
was a cause of action. The minority report was 
voted down by a strict party vote, and the question 
came up onthe majority repert. Mr. McDermot, 
of Hudson, made the point that the money had 
been paid to Mr. Kelsey on the decision of the At- 
torney-General: that as a matter of law Mr. Kel- 
sey was {entitled to it, and the payment 
having been made under mistake of law, 
if mistake of any kind was made, and not under 
mistake of fact, there cou!d be no recovery. Mr. 
Munn recited the facts of the case as already re- 
ported in THE Times, and said that the question 
was whether Mr. Kelsey hada right to accept so 
much of an act as imposed a new duty on him, and 
to disregard the other part fixing his compensation 
for its performance. Mr. McDermott said that 
Mr. Kelsey courted the fullest investigation, 
and under his lead the Democrats voted almost in 
a body for the resolutions, which were adopted, 
with only two dissenting voices. At the same time 
the House were thus dealing with him, the Senate 
was attacking Mr. Kelsey in another way. It 
passed an act fixing his compensation at $6,000, 
with $4,000 allowance for clerk hire, and cutting off 
all fees for all other services whatsoever. The 
Senate also passed the act that makes railroads 
in the State telegraph companies also, and 
the House defeated the Essex Road bill. The 
Governor sent to the Senate his first veto Message 
this evening. It was of the Essex County Court 
Crier bill, as being special and unconstitutional. A 
large number of bills was introduced into the 
House. Among the most important was one mak- 
ing counselors who fail to cancel judgments guilty 
of misdemeanor; empowering Boards of Alder- 
men to grant permission to associations to lay 
steam heat pipes inthe streets, and one requiring 
railroad companies to supply each of their cars with 
a fire-extinguisher and two axes.

to ‘‘estate account,” $20,389 77; for Quidnick Reser- 
voir Company assessment, $3,311 95; for taxes, in- 
surance, interest, expenses, and repairs on property, 
other than charged manufacturing property, not 
included in nor charged to profit and loss, above 
which would have had to be paid were the ma- 
chinery idle, $44,976 30; total. $77,437 69. These 
two amounts make $130,960 38, from which deduct 
the amount received for dividends and rents from 
trust estate, after charging repairs and insurance 
on rented property, and city of Augusta (Me.) 
taxes on property outside of mills, ($4,063 84,) say 
$23,448 53, showing a net balance against the prop- 
erty in inereased lHabilities of $107,511 &5.

Neither 
of these imprints appears on the centre of tho 
note, although subsequent issues, it is thought, may 
show the centre features to have supplied these 
defects. he note is believed to be an imperfect 
specimen of what can be accomplished by photo- 
lithography. itis badiy blurred in printing, and 
very much off color when compared with the 
genuine, yet itis said to be calculated to deceive 
persons who are not money experts.

The steamor isa total loss, A tug has 
just arrived at Crookhaven with the survivors, 
who are all sick from exposure and bruises. _ 

Boston, Feb. 7.—The Bohemian, Capt. 
Grundy, was one of the newest steam-ships of 
the Leyland Line engaged in the North Atlan- 
tic trade, She was put on the line between 
this port and Li«erpool about three years ago, 
up to which time the Leylands had only 
three ‘steamers plying on this line, the Is- 
tican, Nliyrian, andIberian. Increasing traffic 
calling for as many more, the Bohamian, Bul- 
garian, and Bavarian were called from 
the Mediterranean service an‘ put on here. 
The line being for freight only, the 
Bohemian carried no passengers. She was a 
stanch vessel; and was specially adapted for 
the transportation of cattle and other 
live stock. She was built at Bel- 
fast by MHarland & Wolff, in 1870. 
Like all the Leyland steamers, whict 
furnished the model for the White Star Line 
she was very long and narrow, and com: 
bined speed with large carrying capaci: 
ty. Her length was 400 feet, her beam 37 
feet 2 inches, and her depth 20 feet 5 inches. 
Her engines had a horse-power of 500, and sh¢ 
had six water-tight compartments. She has 
during her three years’ service here, 
made some remarkably quick trips and 
Capt. Grundy hada reputation in this direc. 
tion. He came with the vessel from the Medi- 
terranean service, and has been in the em- 
ploy of the Leylands for a long time.

HEAVILY INSURED AND HIRED TO? 
PRETEND TO BE DROWNED. 

CINCINNATI, Feb. 7.—About a week agoa 
young man named Charles A. Lucas fell off the 
steamer Maggie Smith, which plies between Evans- 
ville and Henderson, Ky., on the Ohio River, and 
was reported to be drowned. He was a poor 
painter, but after his drowning it was discovered 
that he bad $15,000 insurance on his life in th 
North-western Life Insurance Company, and $4,000 
inthe Mutual Aid Insurance Company, of Louis- 
vile. The circumstances seemed suspicious to the 
companies, and an investigation was set on foot, 
which revealed a daring conspiracy to defraud 
them of $19,000. The scheme, as it appears from 
sworn statements of two of the conspirators ant 
the confession of Lucas himself, was worked 
up by Julius A. Coleman, a_ well-known 
young lawyer of Evansville, who hired Lucas to 
drown himself in a life-preserving rubber suit, hav- 
ing first persuaded him to marry a servant of his, 
who entered into the plot and was nominally the 
beneficiary of the policies. The confession of this 
woman, which is made in the form of a sworn afli- 
davit, states that Coleman hired her and Lucas 
to carry out the scheme, agreeing to pay 
$2,000 and Lucas $4,000, and that 
they were to disappear for atime, 
and when the matter was forgotten try the 
same trick over again somewhere else. J. Y. 
Richardson was also employed by Coleman to wit- 
ness the drowniag and swear to it. His affidavit 
states that he was hired for the purpose and was 
to receive money; that he saw Lucas have a rubber 
suit, and knew it was a plot ail the way throuzh to 
cheat the insurance companies. He promptly re- 
ported the drowning to thenewspapers. Coleman, 
Lucas, and Richardson have all been arrested, anc} 
are in the lock-up at Evansville.

DEFEAT OF MR. DAGGETT | 


THE RINGS COUNT: REPUBLICANS 
HAVE A LIVELY TIME. 


THE JOURDAN-WCRTH FACTION GETS CON- 
TROL OF THE GENERAL COMMITTEE— 
ALMOST A RIOT AT LAST NIGHT’S MEET- 
ING—A FREE FIGHT IN THE HALL. 


An adjourned meeting of the Republican 


General Committee of Kings County was held last 
evening in Fraternity Hall, corner of Fulton-street 
and Gallatin-place, Brooklyn. ‘The contest be- 
tween the Wortn-Jourdan faction and the Daggett 
faction for the control of the committee being yet 
unsettled, the meeting was lookod forward 
to with much interest, and was largely 


attended. The scene of disorder, verging on 


riot, which ensued, however, was not expected. 
The committee, being without rules of its own, 
none being yet adopted this year, was operating 
under the rules of the Assembly, which require 2 
majority of all the members elected, or 70 members 
of the General Committee, to adopt new rules. 
The President, Mr. John A. Nichols, rapped for or- 


der, and the calling of the roll was commenced. 
The Daggett men did not answer. The Worth- 


Jourdan faction, when the roll-call was com- 
pleted, claimed that 70 men answered to 
their names, and the Committee on Rules, 
of which P. W. Ostrander is. Chairman, pre- 
sented their report. Mr. Ostrander attempted to 
read the report, and simultaneously Messrs. Curtis 
and Jeffers commenced tomake motions for ad- 
journment. In a moment all was confusion, and 
several of the excited adherents of the different 
factions came into personal collision. A large force 
of Police was present, but before any action could 
be taken the gas was suddenly turned out. Then, 
indeed, bedlam reigned. Chairs were overturned, 
and crowds of men fled in terror down the nar- 
row stairway. Personal friends, in many in- 
stances, punched each other’s heads with great 
assiduity and feryor, each mistaking each oterh 
for enemies, and it was even reported that a police- 
man “belted” a fellow-conservatar of the peace on 
the glazed hat with his club. Somebody at this 
juncture had the presence of mind to light the gas. 

ight, however, seemed only to add to the confu- 
sion. Twenty men shouted at the same time. Mr. 

Ostrander struggled to the platform, and was 
understood to read the newrules. The roll was 
then understood to be called, and the Chairman de- 
clared the new rules adopted, or at least said 
afterward that he did so declare. At this 
point the confusion, noise, and fighting 
were so continuous that an attempt to do 
business was out fof the question. Mr. Dagget 
while attempting to reach the platform, received a 
violent blow from some rough onthe back of the 
bead. At length Mr. Daggett reached the Chair- 
man, and after a conference carried on in sien- 
torian tones—necessary On account of the noise, al- 
though both gentlemen stood close_together—a 
joint appeal was made for order. Mr. Daggett 
said that any man who would cause a disturbance 
was no friend of the Republican Party. Some- 
thing like quiet was restored andthe roum was 
cleared by the Police. 

The roll was again called, and the delegates 
stepped beyond the line of Police as each heard his 
name. When all the delegates had been seated, a 
motion was made to go into executive session, re- 
porters to remain. Nearly half an hour was con- 
sumed in clearing the room, after which Mr. 
Ostrander offered a resolution that the report of 
the committee on the contest from New-Lots be 
read, and that the sitting delegates or their counsel 

pave ten minutes to speak and the contesting dele- 
gates or their representatives five minutes. Tho 
previous question was called foron Mr. Ostrander’s 
motion. Mr. Daggett made the point of order that 
under the Assembly rules the reading of the re- 
port was not in order. ‘The Chairman then 
for the first time announced so as to be heard 
that the new rules to govern the committee for the 
present year had been adopted, and rapped down 
all further opposition. The roll was called, and 
the reading of the report was ordered by a 
vote of 70 to 2, the Daggett men not 
voting. The Chairman made no _ disguise of 
his partisanship. He _ ruled steadily and on 
every occasion against the Daggett faction. When 
the report was read he even decided, amid the tu- 
multuous laughter of his own side—the Worth- 
Jourdan faction—that a motion made by 
Mr. Curtis, of the Daggett faction, to 
lay the report upon the table was not 
In order. Mr. Daggett made the point of 
order that there were no  by-laws—that rules 
of order simply had been adopted—were alleged to 
nave been adopted—and that therefore the com- 
mittee could not either adopt or repeal the report. 
The report ousted the Daggett delegates from 
New-Lots. ‘The Chairman decided Mr. Dag- 
gett’s point not well taken, and an appeal 
was made from the decision of the Chair 
which resulted as follows: Affirmative, 73: nega- 
tive, 55. Mr. Curtis then renewed his motion to 
lay the report on the table, and it wa: again de- 
slared out of order. Mr. Jeffers, of the Nineteenth 
Ward, rose to a point of order, but the Chair, 
would rot recognize him, and called on 
she Police to interfere. The Daggett men 
jumped to their feet, and declared that 
they would not permit such _ interference. 
Finally Mr. Jeffers sat down. The reading of the 
resolution accompanying the report of the Com- 
pitice on Contested Seats was then called for. 
t provided that the representatives of one 
side should speak ten minutes and the 
representatives of the other side five 
minutes. Mr. Daggett made the point of order that 
the rules of order declared to have been adopted in 
the early part of the evening provided that no per- 
son should speak more than five minutes at one 
time onany motion. The Chairman declared the 
point of order not well taken, onthe ground that 
the majority had the right to make any rules they 
thought fit at any time, and had therefore the 
power to set aside, injany one particular, the rules 
adopted earlier in the evening. An appeal was 
taken from the decision of the Chair, but the ruling 
was sustained by avote of 72 to 42. The report 
of the committee on the contest from New Lots 
was then adopted by a vote of 73 to 39. 

After a stormy debate and emphatic protests 
from the minority, who declared the whole pro- 
ceeding irregular, the sitting delegates were 
ousted, and Messrs, Kindie, Woltert, and Greg 
were declared to be entitled to represent 
New-Lots in the general committee. This result. if 
it is upheld, as it probably will be, gives the 
control of the General Committee entirely 
into the hands of the Worth-Jourdan faction. The

Morris missed a ‘“‘combination,” and the 
boy then ran out the first game in the second 
inning. Well judged and sustained playing gave 
him the second game in a single inning. He ** white- 
washed” Morris and won hearty applause from the 
large assembly. Morris made an eiuborate rest with 
two bridges to get the ‘9°’ ballin the third game, 
but superior playing gave the game to Frey aftera 
prolonged struggle. The boy had to clear the table 
to win, and he did so amid great applause. Morris 
started in to play again and scored a “ combina- 
tion” shot, and then gathered inthe fourth game off 
a bad miss by Frey. He opened the fifth game with 
another ‘combination,’ and by very good playing 
placed the game to his credit ina single inning, 
‘* whitewashing’? Frey. This put the lad on is 
mettle, and he whisked away the next 
game before Morris could pocket two 
balls. He played a much freer, quicker, 
and more certain stroke than Morris, but the latter 
had greater experience, and consequently many 
were confident that he would ultimately win, al- 
though the youthiul player led him on the scores at 
this stage. Wahlstrom shared this opinion. 

After a wavering battle Frey finally carried away 
the seventh game, still further increasing his lead, 
the scores standing, Frey 5, Morris2. Then the boy 
made a very fine and intricate combination on 
the ‘4 ball, that awoke prolonged plaudits, and 
followed it up with a daring combination on the 
“15” ball for a side-pocket. He missed it by a 
hair’s-breadth, and it cost him the game, Mor- 
ris quickly running pool off the fine “leave.’’ 
Another unfortunate combination lost Frey 
the succeeding game also. Morris made a 
bad “scratch” shot on the ‘'13"’ ball, and, after an 
unusually long struggle, won the tenth game, 
bringing the scores even at 5 games each. The 
players then settled down for a closely contested 
and prolonged struggle that promised to last until 
long after midnight. 

William Sexton exchanged places with Schaefer 
as referee, and Morris began to play with 
much skiJl and. judgment, and _ carried 
off four games in succession, making a de- 
cided change in the aspect of the match. 
This sweeping ill Juck spurred Frey to 
extra exertidn, and amid great applause he won 
the next three games, retrieving his position. At 
muidnight exactly, the twenty-fifth game closed, 
withthe score standing 13 to 12 in Morris’s favor, 
The prolonged struggle seemed to be telling on 
Frey, but he still played with great brilliancy and 
puck, and did not betray the © slightest 
symptoms of nervousness.

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BURGLARS POORLi REWARDED.

BOLD SUNDAY DOINGS IN LEONARD-STREET 
—A SAFE OPENED. 

A detonation was heard on Sunday after- 
noon by a citizen who was passing the corner of 
Leonard-street and West Broadway, which is half 
a block distant from the Fifth Precinct Station- 
house. The noise appeared to come from the dry 
goods warehouse of Edwin W. Holbrook & Co., of 
No. 49 Leonard-street, and the citizen walked to- 
ward it. A boy, who was loitering about the 
street, in answer to the question, ‘‘ That was an ex- 
plosion, wasn’t it *’ said he guessed not; it sounded 
more like a pistol. Just then two men came out 
of Holbrook & Co.'s place and closed the door with 
akey. The citizen asked what was the matter, 


and they said there was not much: only a slight 
explosion of gas, and that it was all right. The citi- 
zen thought their manner was odd. and he went to 
the station-house, which can be seen from Hol- 
brock & Co.’s place, and reported what he knew. 
Several policemen went to the place and found a 
ladder against a wall in an alley between Leonard 
and Franklin streets. This was placed there asa 
means of retreat in case of emergency, but entrance 
to the place was obtained by means of false keys. 
In Holbrook & Co.’s office a safe was founa blown 
open. The burgiars had bored holes in the outer 
door, blown in powder, and ignited it with a fuse. 
This gave access to the interior of the safe, but 
they had yet to force an inner compartment. This 
they did with the greatest coolness by blowing off 
the door, so that the Police of the Fiftn Precinct 
had two opportunities of hearing them at work. 
In the compartment were $200 in money, deeds of 
property, private papers, and the following certifi- 
cates of stock: Fifty shares National City Bank, 
No. 1,014, in the name of E. W. Holbrook: 50 
shares Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road, No. 248, also in bis name, and 10 shares 
Michigan Central, No. 44,194, in the name of 
O. M. Bogart & Co. The explosion wrecked the 
office, and the door of the inner compartment was 
blown against a desk with such force as to destroy 
the desk. Mr. Holbrook was sent word of the af- 
fair, and he took immediate steps to make the cer- 
tificates and papers of no value to the burglars, 
who have only gained $200 by their exploit. They 
left behind them a valuable set of tools. which cost 
more than double that sum. Mr. Holbrook gave 
the Police a description of two men who recently 
called, and whose actions were considered suspi- 
cious by those who saw them when they called. 
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A COURT ON GARFIELD’S ELECTION. 

Correspondence of the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

FRANKFORT, Feb. 4.—The Court of Appeals, 
Judge Hargis delivering the opinion, yesterday de- 
cided an interesting betting case, brought from the 
Garrard Circuit Court. A horse was sold for $350, 
with the agreement that it was not to be paid for 
until Garfield was elected. It being in substance a 
bet upon the result of the election, and punishable 


as such, the Commonwealth indictea Hunter. The 
indictment was returned in i880, and, to make the 
indictment good, Garfield must have been voted 
for for President before it was returned. ‘The at- 
torneys for the defense claimed that the Presi- 
dent was not really elected until Congress counted 
the vote of the Electoral College, and that Presi- 
dent Hayes, having been elected in 1877, the court 
must take cognizance of the fact that another elec- 
tion could not be held until 1881. An appeal being 
taken, the appellate court holds that the election 
of the President of the United States takes place on 
the first Wednesday in December in the year in 
which the Electors are appointed, and it may be 
truthfully alleged that James A. Garfield was voted 
for for that office in the year 1880. If the proceed- 
ings of the Electoral Commission show that a Presi- 
dent was elected or appointed in i877 instead of 
1876, it cannot aifect this case, as those proceed- 
ings are not authority in any court. The decision

THE PROBLEMS OF TRAFFIC 


VALUE OF LANDS GRANTED T0 
PACIFIC RAILROADS, ~ 


REPORT OF AUDITOR FRENCH SHOWING THE 
PRESENT STATUS OF THE SUBSIDIZED 
LINES. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The Auditor of Rail- 


road Accounts to-day submitted to the House of 


Representatives, for tho use of the Committee on 
Pacific Railroads, an elaborate report showing the 
quantity and value of the public lands granted by 
Congress to aid in the construction of the Pacific 
railroads, which have not vested in said roads by 
the terms of the laws granting lands, and the quan- 
tity and value of the lands which have vested in 


the roads; how the same have been disposed of, at 


what price, and also how the proceeds of the same 
have been disposed of; also the cost o 
the construction of completed roads and 
the estimated cost of the construction 
of roads necessary to be built in order 
to complete the railroads in accordance with 
the requirements of law; also, the cost, or esti- 
mated cost, of construction of any and ail railroads 
built, or proposed to be built, parallel or adjacent 
to the said railroads, and whether or not the samo 
are on te line or Jands reserved by any of the 
granting acts of Congress. After quoting the laws 
relative to the respective roads, and referring to 


their present status, the report concludes with the 
following recapitulation: 
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From this recapitulation it will be seen that there 
remain unvested, by reason of non-construction of 
the respective railroads for which grants were 
made, the following lands: Northern Pacific, 27,- 
500,000 acres; Calfornia and Oregon, 1,781,632 acres; 
Atlantic and Pacific, 15,868.150 acres: Southern 
Pacific, 4,757,824. acres; Texas and Pacific, i2,- 
000,000 acres. Of these railroads the North- 
ern Pacific, the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and the Texas and Pacific are vigorously 
pushing forward the work of construction, and it 
may be reasonably calculated that they will be 
completed within the next three years. The Cali- 
fornia and Oregon uncompleted road extends from 
Redding to the northern line of California, a dis- 
tance of about 150 miles, and the country there is 
of such a mountainous character as to require 
beavy work and great expense—so much go that 
it is rer doubtful if the road is ever built. 
The Southern Pacific uncompleted road extends 
from Trespinos to Huron, across the coast range, 
a difficult and costly line, and from Mojave to the 
eastern line of the State of California, at or near a 
point called '* The Needles,” overa desert country. 
Neither of these parts of the Southern Pacific are 
under construction, and, as inthe California and 
Oregon case, it is very doubtful when they will be 
built, if ever.

OPPOSING RAILRVAD INTERESTS. 

THE DELAWARE WESTERN’S PROPOSED EX- 
TENSION BITTERLY OPPOSED BEFORE 
THE LEGISLATURE. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 7.—The Legislature 
of this State, now in session at Dover, is beset by 
representatives of powerful ralroad interests. The 
contest is between the representatives of the Dela- 
ware Western Railroad, a local line, supported by 
the Baltimore and Ohio management, and the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore corpora- 
tion. Not for many years has there been so great 
and determined a conflict of interests forthe favor- 
ale action of the Legislature, and while it is to be 
hoped that no such scandals willattend it as were 
connected with the last lottery grant in this State, 


about 25 years ago, the earnestness with which the 
opposition contends against the increase of railway 
facilities leaves room for serious concern and close 
watching. 

The Delaware Western is a road about 10 years 
old and 20 miles long, running in a generally west- 
ern direction from this city to Landenberg, just 
over the line of Pennsylvania, in Chester County. 
It is now asking for an amendment to its charter, 
allowing it to build branches 12 miles long. It al- 
ready has the right to build them nine miies, but 
this does not quite answer the purpose. This is 
simply to use the Delaware Western for the Dela- 
ware pet of a new through line between Baltimore 
and Philadelphia, to bein the hands of the Balti- 
more and Ohio corporation. It is desired to carry 
the new line through this city, whose growing pop- 
ulation (about 44,000) and rapidly developing man- 
ufactures make it a very important point for busi- 
ness, and the Delaware Western holds 
valuable franchises from the State and_ city, 
giving it access to the city, as well as 
tracks, depot grounds, &c., which would 
be of the highest importance to a new 
road. The people generally desire that the char- 
ter of the Delaware Western may be amended in 
the manner suggested, as it is to the public advan- 
tage to develop the country through which the 
road will pass, as well as give additional facilities 
of traffic and travel to Wilmington. But the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore, people 
are making a strenuous opposition to the Dil, as it 
is natural they shouid. They now have the whole 
of this go ey business and do not want compe- 
tition. Without their influence in the scale, the 
Legislature would have passed the bil asa matter 
of course; as it is, apowerful and persistent lobby 
has besieged the doors of the little Capitol at Do- 
ver, and the 30 legislators have been beset at every 
turn. The bill is now in the _ Senate, 
where it originated. In order to pass it 
must have a _ two-thirds vote of each 
branch. The result is uncertain, though the 
popular demand for the additional accommodation 
1s so strong that it is not believed that it can be suc- 
cessfully withstood. On Thursday Mr. John W. 
Davis, of Baltimore, assistant to President Garrett, 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, visited Dover and had 
an open conference with the members of the Le- 
gislature, in which he frankly declared the interest 
his corporation had in the legislation asked by the 
Delaware Western people. He said the Baltimore 
and Ohio was ready to go ahead with the new line 
just as soon as the Legislature passes the pending 
bill. The stock for its construction is subscribed 
for and the money ready. It is to bea first-class 
line in every respect, and, as the surveys show, will 
be about the same length as the Philadelphia, Wil- 
mington and Baltimore Road—some of the engi- 
neers saying, indeed, that it can be made shorter. 

It is well known here that the principal stock- 
holder in the Delaware Western corporation (whose 
capital stock is only $250,000, though the road and 
its equipment, with depot grounds, &c., cost $800,- 
000,) is Col. H. S. McComb, of this city, one of the 
most enterprising and successful railroad men of 
the country. Ile has conducted the arrangements 
for consolidating the Delaware Western with the 
Baltimore and Ohio, and these are now complete 
and ready for execution the moment the desired 
legislation is obtained.

THE MINERS’ 8TRIKES—A FALL IN THE 

GRAIN MARKETS—EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 

LONDON, Feb. 7.—A mass-meeting of miners 
at Pendlebury, Lancashire, has decided to strike 
for an advance of 123¢ per cent. in wages, Fifteen 
thousand miners are affected by this decision. 
Nine thousand miners are out on strike in yarious 
other districts, 

The British Board of Trade returns for January 
show a. decrease of £5,500,000 in the value of im- 
ports and an increase of £40,663 in the value of ex- 
ports as compared with the same month last year. 

_ The Mark-Lane Express, in its review of the Brit- 
ish grain trade during the past week says: “* Despite 
the paucity of supplies the trade in breadstuffs has 
been weakening the whole week. The quoted rates 
were barely obtainable on Monday, while on Fri- 
day a very limited business was done at a reduc- 
tion of Is. The provincial markets experienced the 
same fall earlier in the week. It is noticeable, 
therefore, as an evidence of the conviction of mil- 
lers that prices will fall, that the decline began in 
the Provinces instead of London. Flour has been 
in freer supply. The smallness of deliveries at the 
present season proves that the out-turn of marketa- 
le grain in 1880 has been over-estimated. Foreign 
flour receives very little attention. Red wheats 
have declined 1s. since Monday. ‘The finer descrip- 
tions of white retained their value, but trade was 
yery slow. The off-coast market was well supplied. 
Sales were few, and insfayor of buyers. The 
speculative trade owas depressed. Wheat 
was cheaper in all positions, the large 
prospective supplies preventing an advance. 
‘he week’s supplies have been chiefly from Amer!- 
ca, Australia, and India. Barley has been slow, 
with a dragging trade. Good foreign bariey was 
dull and weaker for very best runs. Oats were in 
smail supply and steadier, but quiet. Foreign oats 
were similar in tone, with rather better demand on 
Friday. Maize has declined, markets closiug weak- 
er for all descriptions and positions. The sales of 
English wheat during the past week were 30,559 
quarters, at 42s. 7d., against 37,316 quarters, at 44s. 
2d., during the corresponding week Jast year. The 
imports into the United Kingdom during the week 
ended Jan. 29 were 458,077 hundred-weight of 
wheat and 214,630 hundred-weight of flour.”

DEATH OF CESAR CANTTU. 

A dispatch from Rome announces the death 
of Cesare Cantu, the Italian historian, at the age 
of 76 years. He became Professor of Literature 
in the College of Sondrio, in the Vatteline, 
when only 18 years old, and thence went to Como 


and subsequently to Milan. Becoming a Lib- 
eral, he published ‘“ Reflections on the His- 
tory of Lombardy in the Seventeenth Century,” 
which excited the enmity of the Austrian Govern- 
ment, and he was imprisoned for three years: 
During his captivity he wrote a_his- 
torical romance entitled ‘“ Margherita Pus- 
terla,’’? which was published in 1835, and which 
has been thought to resemble Manzoni’s ** Promesia 
Sposi.” He wasthe author of several religious 
hymns, and his poem entitled ‘‘Algiso’? and his 
“Letture Giovanelli’ have passed through 
more than 30 editions. These, with nu- 
merous articles contributed to the ‘“ Biblio- 
teca Italiana” and the ‘“Judicatore of Milan,” made 
him very popular throughout Italy. He belonged 
to the romantic school of Manzoni and 
Silvio Pellico, and was a prose con- 
tributor to literature. Among his historical 
works are a ‘‘ History of Italian Literature,” 1851; 
* History of the Last Hundred Years,’ 1852; “* His- 
tory of the Italians,’ 1859, and several others. 
Some of these have been translated into English, 
German, and French.

WHHAT TRADE OF CALIFORNIA. 
From the san’ Francisco Alta, Jan. 81. 

The wheat trade is not in a flourishing con- 
dition. Recent reports, doubtless exaggerated, of 
the large amount of grain on hand, tend tu increase 
the depression. There is not tonnage enough to 


carry away last year’s grain, and a considerable 
surplus will remain. The Assessor will be around 
again before long, and, unless some arrangement is 
made, the loans on the wheat may be called in be- 
fore his visit, so that the holders may avoid the tax 
on their money, and this would throw much grain 
on the market and beat down prices. It is hoped 
and believed that the producers will come to an 
understanding with the banks, for they can much 
better afford to pay the tax on the notes than to let 
the wheat go to forced sale and probably be bought 
in by the banks to cover the loans. The Grangers 
will meetin a few days to discuss this question, 
and will, no doubt, arrive at the solution suggested. 
It does not appear that the banks manifest any dis- 
position to be severe upon the borrowers, and we 
believe that none of them will be desirous of call- 
ing in the loans and forcing sales, if the:farmers 
meet them upon equitable ground. There is, of 
course, no prospect of their allowing the notes to 
tun and paying the tax themselves. That is not 
human nature. The man who has to borrow must 
always expect to bear the burden.

EFFECTS OF THE WEATHER 


IN THE ICE ALONG THE COAST. 


VESSELS CAUGHT NEAR NANTUCKET—THE 


ICE-GORGE AT DELAWARE BREAKWATER. 
Boston, Feb. 7.—The steamer Canima, Mc- 


Larren, Halifax, for New-York, became ice-bound 
near Tuckernuck, and remained fast for five days. 


She set a signal, and the steamer Monahanset went 


to her assistance, broke achannel, and took her 


out. Her stern is much battered. 

Nantucket dispatches report that the schooner 
Uriah B. Fisk, from North Weymouth, for Charles- 
ton, S. C., with guano, is ashore at the east end of 


the island, with 10 feet of waterin her hold. All 
-hands were saved. The schooner Alpert H. Waite, 
from Portland, Me., for New-York, is ice-bound off 


the cast end of the island. The schooner Edward

Hi. Norton, from Wellfleet, for Chesapeake, is ice- 
bound off 'Tuckernuck and in a critical situation, 
A steam collier, with red smokestack, lies off the 
island ice-bound, and her safety depends on the 
movement of the ice, as she is surrounded by shoal 
water. ‘The schooners Speedwell and Trade Wind, 
Rockland, for New-York, are both ice-bound off 
the island and in critical situations. 

DELAWARE BREAKWATER, Del., Feb. 7.—The 


Lightship worked herself clear of the Breakwater 
at the last high tide without assistance. Ice-hoat 
No. 8 is towing the bark Arendal to Philadelphia. 

Lewes, Del., Feb. 7.—The ice has broken up out- 
side and is drifting with the tide, but the blockade 
inside the works stid continues. Nothing short 
of a southerly wind. of which there are 
indications will break it up very soon, as it is very 
heavy and in many places wedged to the 
bottom. <A trackway is open between the 
Tailroad pier and the breakwater, and 
the tugs manage to work in and out through it. 
The thermometer jis 22° above zero. The 
steamer Norman, for Boston, passed out at 11 
A. M. The wrecking steamer North America 
has towed the bark Deodata clear from the ice- 
breakers. The tugs Argonaut and Markee 
have worked a passage to the _ steamer 
PD. J. Foley. The tug Tecumseh is assisting the 
bark Dagmar. The Light-ship has been proéugnt in 
alongside the_ railroad pier. The tuys Saw 
telle has taken the brig J. ¥F. Merry 
intow. Ice-boat No, 2 and tugs North America 
and Tecumsch have gone up the bay with tows. 
The ship New City started this evening in tow 

QuEBEC, Feb. 7.—The steam-tug Champion, which 
left here Saturday to bring down the wrecked 
ship Boyne, returned last night with a portion of 
her stem broken. In order to reach the ship the 
tug has to cut through an ice bridge three miles 
long. She succeeded in cutting up a mile of it. 
After repairing she will return to the charge. 
Negotiations have been opened with the tow- 
boat. company to send up also the Progress, the 
strongest tug on the river, 

Norrouk, Va., Feb. 7.—The British steam-ship 
Acton, 35 days from Colo, Algiers, with iron ore for 
Baltimore, arrived this morning short of coal. She 
had been in Chesapeake Bay four days, but on ac- 
count of the great quantity of ice got no higher 
than Smith’s Point. During her voyage she en- 
countered continual stormy weather and had every 
boat stove. 

The Acton yesterday afternoon discovered a 
schooner fast in the ice off Windmill Point. With 
difficulty the steamer made her way to the schoon- 
er, Which was found abandoned. On the ice near 
her were a lot of clothing and a pair of oars, indi- 
eating that the crew had perished in trying to 
reach the shore. The schooner was taken in tow, 
but, being waterlogged, she sank in 20 minutes 
after being made fast. Her name could not be as- 
certained, as she was too low in the water when 
discovered, but she was doubtless an abandoned 
oyster vessel. 

Lone Brancu, N. J., Feb. 7.—The ice extends 
more than a mile from shore, and to-day the 
extraordinary scene was witnessed of people 
walking out 200 yards to sea on ice. About 
10 A. M. a strong north-easterly current brought 
the ice-field with great force against the outer end 
of the ocean pier, breaking in two seven of the 
iron columns, and toppling over the deck that 
upheld them. Ail the heavy material on the sea 
end of the pier were hastily removed in expecta- 
tion of further damage. 

SNOW, RAIN, AND WIND. 
VERY SEVERE SNOW-STORM IN THE NORTH- 
WEST—THE CALIFORNIA FLOODS—NEW- 
ORLEANS PARTLY INUNDATED. 

Cuicaco, Feb. '7.—The storm which has been 
prevailing in the North-west for the past two days 
reached Chicago during the night, and the rain 
which is now falling congeals on the telegraph 
wires and covers the sidewalks with ice. The 
wires in and about the city are breaking under the 
weight, which is constly increasing. In Iowa and 
Minnesota the Western? Union Company reports 
that the wires are generally disabled in all direc- 
tions, the rain being accompanied by a high wind. 
Reports from Minnesota state that the river divi- 
sion of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail- 
road is the only railroad line in operation in the 
State. The snow which fell on Saturday has been 
melted and packed by the milder weather and 
rain until itisimprobable that the roads will be 
open inside of a week. The storm is reported 
to be still raging west and north of St. Paul, and 
the rain which has fallen to the south has frozen as 
it fell and crusted the exceptionally deep snow. 
All the lines of travel will have to be dug out with 
picks and shovels, snow-plows being useless. It is 
the worst storm and blockade known in Minnesota 
for years. A dispatch from Waterloo, Iowa, re- 
ports the severest snow-storm of the season, block- 
ing the railroad travel to the north and west. 
Trains on the Illinois Central and Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy Railroads, after getting a short dis- 
tance from the city. have been compelled to return. 
A dispatch from McGregor, Lowa, states that all 
trains on the lowa and Minnesota and Iowa and 
Dakota divisions of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Railroad have been suspeuded since Satur- 
day in consequence of the general snow blockade. 

A dispatch from Omaha, Neb., says that the 
heaviest snow-storm of the season occurred last 
night, the suow being very heavy with water, but 
further west it was drier and drifting. It was 
snowing from Omaha to Cheyenne, and further 
west with very high wind. Telegraphic communi- 
cation is almost entirely cut off, the only Eastern 
outlet being by way of Cheyenne, Denver, and 
Kansas City. The cattle men entertain great fear 
about their cattle, which have already suffered a 
great deal. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 7.—Two days’ rain has 
raised the water in the Missouri and Kansas Rivers 
very rapidly, and resulted in much dam- 
age. ‘the stock yards’ bridge across’ the 
Kansas River was carried out. At one time 
to-day the gorge of thick ice placed the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad bridges in great 
danger, and new dredging boat with expensive 
machinery was demolished and is atotalloss. The 
rapid rise in the Missouri River alarmed the people 
of Harlem, opposite this city, and many 
moved to this side for safety. The rain being over. 
no further damage is ppersheniee. Great injury 
has been done to the Atcheson, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Railroad bed, and trains were to-day sent 
out and arrived over the Kansas Pacific track 
to Topeka. Heavy storms and freshets from 
mitted snow in Colorado and South-western 
Kansas have caused serious delays on the Santa 
Fé road. No trains have’ airived from 
Pueblo since Wednesday. It will be some- 
time before the water has subsided 
and the tracks can be put in re- 
pair. At a@ small station west of Sargent 
several tons of mail and express matter are de- 
layed and upward of 800 passengers are boarding 
at the expense of the railroad company. 

San Francisco, Feb. 7.--A dispatch from Stockton 
says that all the islandsin the San Joaquin River 
are to a greater or less extent covered with water, 
as is also the mainland on the lower portions of 
the river. This morning it is raining again all over 
the northern and central portions of the State. 

New-Or.eans, Feb. 7.—The storm yesterday was 
the heaviest recorded at this signal office. The 
cautionary signal-flag displayed at the Custom- 
house was tornto pieces. Several breaks in the 
levee are reported along Bayou St. John and the 
Old Basin. This morning the water was passing 
through Treme Market, and that quarter of the 
city is partly flooded. 

The water along the line of the Mobile Railroad 
is much higher to-day, with indications that the 
entire road-bed from Micheaux to Look- 
out Station is submerged. The steamer Camelia 
lett the West End at noon to-day for 
Bay St. Louis, and will convey’ the 
passengers of the Louisville and Nashville Road to 
and from that point. No train has passed over this 
road since early Sunday morning. Several theat- 
rical companies have been detained by the break 
onthe Mobile Road. Crevasses in the new and 
old canal levees have occurred, submerging 
nearly all that portion of the city west of Broad- 
s'reet, between the two canals, and all that por- 
tion west of Johnson-street and north as far as 
Ursuline-street. Within this last-mentioned dis- 
trict, embracing a hundred squares, the streets and 
sidewalks are entirely covered with water. 
Strenuous efforts are being made by the 
city authorities to close the breaks in 
the canal levees. The district from the new basin 
to Carroliton-street, west of Magnolia-street, is 
also flooded. Tho water at all points is still rising. 
The Shell road, from the New Lake end to the 
Half-way House istwo feet under water. The Police 
revort that over 300 fences were Diown down in 
the city yesterday by the storm. The roof at the 
north end of Dryade’s market was blown off and 
carried several feet inthe air by the wind. Mor- 
gan’s wharf, at the foot of Esplanade street, was 
severely damaged, so that the ferry was pre- 
vented from running- The roof of the wing 
of the State House in which the offices of 
the State Superintendent of Education and 
the Commissioner of Immigration are located, blew 
off in the storm, and the records received a wet- 
ting. Algiers suffered terribly, nearly every fence 
in the town being blown down, together with sev- 
eral smoke-stacks and roofs. A house, which was 
— erected on Vallette-street, was blown to 
pieces. 

The Signal officer reports threatening weather, 
with brisk easterly winds, which will have the ef- 
fect of forcing more water into the city from the 
lake and Gulf. Among the theatrical companies 
detained by the break on the Mobile and Ohio Rail- 
road are ‘‘ Fun on the Bristol,” and J. K. Emmet’s 
company. Lotta and Oliver Loud Byron were 
prevented from leaving the city by the 
same cause. The water in the rear of tho city is 
rising and spreading rapidly. The indications are 
that by Tuesday noon all that portion of the city 
west of Claiborne-street, ftom Carrollton to Ely- 
sian Fields-street, will be submerged. 

Mositz, Ala., Feb. 7.—A heavy storm began here

TENNESSEE AND MASSACHUSETTS. 


A REMARKABLE SCENE IN A PUBLIC DIs- 
CUSSION IN NASHVILLE. 
From the Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution, 


NASHVILLE, Feb, 8.—Last night a large 


meeting was addressed by Dr. Mayo, of Boston, 
who lauded the cultuge of Massachusetts as some- 
thing to be copied by Tennessee. He was followed 
by Dr. Kelley, of Nashville. At the conclusion of 
Dr. Kelley’s remarks, Dr. C. D. Elliott arose in his 
seat and proceeded to a fierce denunciation of 
every statement made by the speaker, saying that 


oducation had nothing to do with thrift; that in 


1860 Massachusetts was ahead of Tennessee in edu- 
cation, and that the illiterate of Tennessee made 
better citizens than the educated of Massachu- 
setts; that Massachusetts men headed riots, &c., 
in New-York: that Massachusetts sold the wifeli- 
ness of its girls and the motherhood of its women 
for money and called it thrifty; that the marriage 
relation was so little regarded in New-England 
that had it not been for the influx of the Irish and 
Germans the population would have stopped alto- 
gether; that few women in Massachusetts would 
marry, and that New-Englandism had been the 
caase of the increase of illiteracy in Tennessee, 
together with much more of the same sort, inti- 
mating that he would attempt to kill all efforts 
made forthe turther taxation of pooperty in Ten- 
nessee for school purposes, as well as any appro- 
priation forthe Normal School. He claimed, 
ever, to be a friend of free schools. 

Dr. Mayo rose and said that if all the gentleman 
said was true, then Tennessee was no place for 
him. He ought to go to Massachusetts at once asa 
missionary. He (Dr. Mayo) would take pleasure in 
procuring him a hearing before the proper Legisla- 
tive committee and would secure him a hearing in 
Boston. As Massachusetts had 70,000 more women 
than men, it was very true that many of the women 
were doomed to the bitterness of not being able to 
marry, but if Mr. Elliott would take up 70,000 of the 
Jennesseo boys he had seen recently, he would 
promise that nearly every one of them would ac- 
cept a Tennessee boy and come home with him. 
Dr. Mayo’s answer was greeted with prolonged and 
vociferous applause.

SCIENTIFIC INTELLIGENCE FROM WAYNE. 
From the Rochester Democrat, Feb. 5. 

Under the head of ‘Scientific Notes’’ in 
our Tuesday's issue was a description of a 
so-called electrical phenomenon seen on board of 
a British ship ut a certain time. In reference to 
that account one of our Wayne County cor- 
respondents says: ‘The bright globe of light al- 


luded to was not electrical, but phosphorescent. 
It is a very common thing within the tropics, 
and has been witnessed by the writer of this many 
times. The luminous appearance of the sea when 
disturbed at night is due to immense quantities of 
minutely diffused phosphorescent matter. A 
high wind will blow large quantities of this 
matter from the crest of the waves, and it will be 
carried some distance in the air. If the least par- 
ticle of it becomes attached to a mast or spar it will 
form a nucleus to which more of the particles 
will be attracted. and soon there will be quite 
a sizable globe having a luminous appearance, 
which continues no longer than it remains moist; 
as soon as it becomes dry the luminosity disap- 
pears. A long-continued but gentle wind, which 
only ripples the water, will gather together this 
phosphorescent matter, and a shore upon which 
such a wind blows will be luminous at night for 
miles. The -writer has often seen this 
pheno*enon on the lower shore to the northward 
of Fernambuco, in Brazil, during the prevalence of 
the north-east trade winds. When collected to- 
gether in such cases it is about the consistency of 
jelly, and can be taken inthe hand with impunity, 
as the writer has done many times.”

SWISS GOVERNESSES. 
From Galignani’s Messenger. 

It may not be generaliy known that Switzer- 
land provides governesses in numbers which are 
quite out of proportion with her comparatively 
small population. The majority of them come from 


three French-speaking cantons—-Geneva, Neuchatel, 
and Vaud. ‘The annual reportof a society at Gene- 
va, which acts as a free registration committee for 
Swiss governesses who take duties in foreign lands, 
and which keeps upa kindly interest in their wei- 
fare, states that it has procured foreign situa- 
tions for no less than 829 governesses, 675 
of whom were Protestants and 154 Catholics. 
It seems that the largest demand comes 
from Russia, which has received 220 ladies 
from the Geneva agency alone; 214 have gone to 
Germany, 52to Austria Hungary, 50 to France, 50 
to Holiand, 40 to Great Britain, 39 to Italy, 36 to 
Greece, 16 to Roumania, and 11 to Denmark. Spain, 
Portugal, and other Jands have taken 2or3. The 
figures published by this benevolent agency, which 
has an annual grant of 2,000f. from the cantonal 
Government of Geneva, only give a view of the 
Swiss governesses dispatched all over Europe 
through its own mediation, for many go abroad 
through other agencies, or from individual enter- 
prise.

GLEANINGS FROMTHE MAILS 
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AN EXTRAORDINARY STORY. 


A FRENCH CANADIAN SAID TO BE LIVING 
WITH HIS NECK DISLOCATED AND TO 
HAVE PROSPECTs OF RECOVERY. 

From the Pittsburg (Penn.) Telegraph, Feb, 5. 
An accident occurred on Monday at Ramey, 


Clarion County, which proved to be one of the 


most extraordinary cases over recorded in the bis- 
tory of surgery or medical jurisprudence. James 
Gaupell, a French Canadian employed at Ramey’s 
mill, fell from a trestle about 12 feet to the 
ground. After recovering from the shock re- 
sulting from the fall, he was unable to move his 


head, and Dr. Edwards, attending physician, dis- 
covered that the neck was dislocated and 


some of the bones broken; but it was evident that 
the spinal column had not been severed. The doc- 
tor reset and put the fractured neck in position, 
and set about devising means to put it in place, 
untilthe broken bones and contused ligaments 
attain their normal condition. To this end a mus- 
lin bandage three inches wide was wrapped tightly 
around the neck, and to it were attached two lugs, 


one on either side. To these a rope was fastened 
and run over a pulley fixed to the'ceiling of the room, 
A bucket was suspended on the other end of the ro 
and in it were placed various weights, so that the 
patient can adjust the contrivancé as occasion may 
require by simply reaching to the bucket and re- 
moving or adding one or two weights. He remains 
in a sitting posture, and should any slight change 
of position occur the tension of the rope will still 
support the weight of the head. With these appli- 
ances for his support, the unfortunate man

ESTHETIC PHILANTHROPY. 
Frony the London World. 
Imagine the faces of the British workman 
and his wife on ‘being told, when suffering from 


the pangs of such seasonable weather as we had 
last week, that among the blessings of Providence 
which claimed their gratitude was a “society 
founded to bring the refining and cheering in- 
fluences of natural and artistic beauty” to his 
home. Such is the object which a number of 
ladies and gentlemen, under the Presidency of 
Prince Leopold, gravely propose to themselves. 
Zstheticism disguised as philanthropy is one of 
the characteristic hypoerisies of the time. It is 
easy, agreeable, inexpensive, and it involves no 
exertion which is not in itself a pleasure. 
Soup societies, coal societies, associations for 
teaching the orphan boy to read and 
the orphan girl to sew—these are coarse, material, 
prosaic, and irksome efforts. Any person wha 
chooses to be charitable can have the common- 
place consciousness that he contributes by his alms- 
giving to the relief of the unutterable misery of 
this great city. But there are no imagination and na 
humor in giving astarving wretch a loaf, in sending 
a sack of coals into a squalid, comfortless home, in 
helping those who cannot help themselves against 
the inclemencies of climate and the rigor of their 
circumstances. There has not been so much diz- 
tress as there is now at the East End of London for 
12 years. One may therefore trace a fine and, to 
use the approved cant of the school, a subtie 
irony in the selection of the present moment for 
the inauguration of the ‘Kyrie Society’? with the 
purpose which has already been explained. The 
people are perishing, not only for lack of knowl- 
edge, but for lack of food. What then? Let us, 
say the members of this delightful organization, 
solace them with a dado, ana relieve them with a 
portiére. There is neither bread, meat, nor fire in 
their dwellings; is that any reason why we should 
not send them a gift of flowers? Thev are suffer- 
ing tortures of body and mind: the greater there- 
fore the necessity of enabling them to appreciate 
Mr. Burne-Jones’s pictures. Fever is always by 
their bedside, and their windows and roofs let in 
wind and rain and snow. By all means, then, let 
us instruct them “to lay out as gardens any avail- 
able strips of waste ground, and to encourage the 
cultivation of plants, not only in windows, but 
also in areas and back yards.”

KHALIL EFFENDIS DEATH.

During the last hours of Khalil Effendi, the 
venerable Sheik-ui-Islam, who died a short time 
ago at Constantinople, 12 softas, stationed in his 
death chamber, were incessantly engaged in chant- 
ing chapters from the Koran, with the pious object 
of facilitating the passuge of his soul from this 
world to the next. As soon as he had breathed his 
last, his six wives were admitted to his bedside, 
where they set up a piteous crying, beating their 
breasts the while, and continued to give expression 
to their grief in this dismal manner until removed 
by the eunuchs in order that Khalil’s body might 
be prepared for its interment, which took place 
within seven hours of his death. After 
being bathed in perfumed water, the 
aged dignitary’s corpse was  enwrapped 
in the folds of a costly white turpan 
which he had worn upon his head for 30 
consecutive years previous to his decease. This, 
and this oniy, was Khalil’s winding-sheet, tightly 
swaddled in which his remains were borne to the 
cemetery upon the shoulders of four young softas, 
after the 99 virtues of Allah had been duly recited 
over his bier by the senior Ulemas of the Stambouli 
clergy. When the burial ceremony had been con- 
cluded, a funeral feast was held in the house of the 
departed Sheik-ul-Islam, at which all the reverend 
personages who had taken part in the funeral were 
splendidly regaled. Khalil, who had held his high 
office for.many years, and was greatly reverenced 
by the faithful, left a handsome fortune behind 
him to be equaliy divided among his many children.

AN OLD WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH. 

CurcaGo, Feb. 6.—A dispatch from Burling- 
ton, Iowa, says that Mrs. Messmor, an old lady of 
61 years, was burned to death vesterday 
under circumstances which lead to a _ be- 
lief that her death was 2 caso of 
suicide. She was iiving with her daugh- 
ter and son-in-law, and had frequently ex- 
pressed a desire to die, as she did not wish to live 
to be a burden to others. For several months she 
had been suffering from neuralgia, as a 
remedy for which coal oil applications 
had been recommended by neighbors. 
Yesterday the daughter left the house for 
a few minutes, and when she _ returned 
missed her mother. On search being made the old 
lady was found in the cellar dead. Her bedy 
was horribly burned.

IRELAND. 


OUNG IRELAND. A Fragment of Irish History. 
é 1840—1850. By Sir CHARLES GavAN Dourry, K. C. x 
G. New-York: D. APPLETON & Co. 18381. 


This is a history of the repeal movement 
from the time when Daniel O’Connell took up 
the flag of Irish nationality, in the Spring of 
1840, to the decay and dispersion of the Repeal 
Association following upon Peel’s conces- 
sions five years later. Itis written frem the 
[rish and Catholic stand-point, and in a tone of 
protest, always spirited and often bitter, 
against the injustices and abuses of English 
administration in Ireland. The author’s out- 
spoken adherence to the causo of Trish inde- 
pendence, and the fullness and severity of his 
criticism; of English measures and English 
policy, give his book its chief value. The Saxon 
side of this controversy is known to 
the world through the writings of 
p host of advocates and defenders. 
It has just now a decided appetite for facts 
from the Celtic side, and these are furnished in 
abundance in this volumes, It is, moreover, 
not merely the history of the repeal movement 
hat Mr. Duffy has writter, but of English 
tule in Ireland and its consequences, from the 
times when Henry IL first claimed the suze- 
rainty of the island to the year 1845, He pic- 
tures the sources of the misery and discontent 
which make the Ireland of to-day a “‘distressful 
rountry,’? and lays bare the remote origin in 
foul misdealing, armed wrong, and heartless 
spoliation of the resentment which every 
Irishman cherishes against the ‘‘Saxon op- 
pressor.’? The Land League agitation, and its 
accompaniments of ‘‘ Boycotting,” agrarian 
murders, coercion bills, and obstruction, are 
only events in an unwritten continuation of 
Sir Charles Duffy’s book. 

O’Connell’s first apneal to his countrymen 
to strike for self-government was made in 
1882, just after his triumph in the long struggle 
for Catholic emancipation. This _ earliest 
movement for arepeal of the Act of Union 
with England was hardly organized, however, 
before'‘he abandoned it for other plans for se- 
curing equal justice to Ireland, and it was 


not until 1840 that the Repeal Association 
was formed, There were difficulties to be over- 
come at the outset. O’Connell was distrusted 
by the Catholic clergy and by many of those 
who had been his associates in the contest for 
smancipation, on account of his alliances with 
the Whigs, which brought him into the same 
kind of disrepute in that day asa Home Ruler 
of the present incurs by consorting with Lib- 
erals. The people were apathetic, and too 
many of tho ambitious, educated young 
men fro.a whom he would have chosen 
his lieutenants had been led by self-interest to 
accept place and preferment at the hands of 
the Government. ‘The main factor’ in 
overcoming these impediments, says Mr. 
Duffy, ‘‘was the prodigious energy of O’Con- 
nell,” and it certainly required marvelous 
strength and resources ‘‘to move the mass of 

rejudice and dumb indifference which con- 
ronted him.”’ In his earliest speeches and the 
pamphlets he caused to be circulated, O’Connell 
taught the Irish people that a native Parlia- 
ment had become an imperative necessity. The 
Union had not brought Ireland honest govern- 
ment, it had not given her equal laws, it had 
ruined her trade and commerce, it had loaded 
her with an inordinate portion of the imperial 
debt, and was every year making her poorer 
and poorer, though she had then been brought 
to a lower level than any nation in Eu- 
rope. Thera was no one to dispute these 
facts, but for more than a year there was no 
response to his appeals. The first notable re- 
cruits were obtained in 1842, the year in which 
the Nation newspaper was started. This en- 
terprise was the outcome of a chance meeting 
between Charles Duffy and John Dillon, both 
then young and both full of zeal for 
Irish nationality. Thomas Osborne Da- 
vis joined them, and later on Clar- 
ence Mangan, J. C. O’Callaghan, and W. 
J. O’Neill Daunt were associated with 
the journal. Previous to the appearance of 
she first issue of the Nation, on Oct. 15, 1842, 
journalism hardly existed in Ireland. These 
oright and ardent young men astonished their 
fellow-countrymen by the vigor and freshness 
of their writing. The paperaimed ‘to create 
and foster public opinion in Ireland and 
make it racy of the soil.” It appealed 
not so much to the material  in- 
terests of the people as to _ their 
pride and patriotism. lt recalled the early 
lories of that ancient historic nation, and told 
ow it had been robbed of its Constitution. 
Success was immediate. he Nation stepped 
at once into a wide circulation and great in- 
fluence, and was without doubt the most 
powerful ally of O’Connell in fomenting the 
repeal agitation. Ireland had at length found 
a voice, and she made herself heard. By the 
Spring of 1843 the country had shaken off 
its torpor and began to move. The Repeal 
Association was then receiving contributions 
oar tage a | to £300 a week, coming from all 
parts of Ireland and England. In that year 
the question of repeal was brought before the 
thief representative body in Ireland, the Cor- 
oration of Dublin. As a member of the 

oard of Aldermen, O’Connell movea “that a 
petition should be presented to Parliament 
from ths Corporation of Dublin praying 
for the repeal of the union between Great 
Britain and ireland.’’ The debate lasted three 
days, and presented an opportunity for an able 
array of facts and arguments in support of the 
motion, which was carried by a vote of 45 to 
15. The country was now thoroughly awake, 
and England took alarm. Sir Robert Peel 
first took notice of the agitation by a threat: 
* Deprecating,.as I do, all war, and above all, 
civil war,’’ said he, ‘‘ there is no alternative 
which I do not think preferable to the dismem- 
berment of the empire.”’ 

From this point events moved swiftly. 
O’Connell declared that Peel had put Ireland 
outside the Constitution, and he answered by 
open defiance. But here, in the opinion of the 
author, he mad~ his first mistake. He was 
striving for what he felt to be a legal object, 
and should not have declared that he would 
resist aggression by force unless he was firmly 
determined on thas cours, which we 
may doubt, as he afterward declared 
that ‘no political amelioration was worth 
one drop of human blood;’’ and when the 
Government made its first aggressive move 
he did not resist, but yielded. At a great 
county mass-m-jng, held while the people 
were still smartcng with irritation at the Pre- 
mier’s threat of coercion, O’Connell said: 
*We won’t go to war, we will keep on the 
legal side. But if othere invade us, that is 
not civil war; and I promise you that there 
Is not a Weillingtoniaa of them all who 
would le:3 shrink ‘om that contest than I.”’ 
Later on, 1%¢ Malivw, when the Cabinet had 
been consittering ‘‘what they should do, not 
for Irelaa.i, but against her,’’ he used language 
of suck unmistakabiy menacing import that 
the speech came to be known as the ‘‘ Mal- 
low defiance.” ‘‘Are we to be called 
Blaves?’ asked he; “are we to be tram- 
pled under -foot? Oh, they shall never 
trample on me, but it will be my 
dead y they will trample on, not the living 
man.”? Yet when the Government dealt its 
first blow O’Connell beata retreat. A great 
repeal meeting was to be held at Clontarf on 
Sunday, Oct. 5, 1843. Late in the afternoon of 
the Saturday preceding, the Government pro- 
hibited the meeting. ‘I'he news of the issuing 
of the proclamation spread like wildfire, and 
there was the greatest pnecoty to know 
what course O’Connell would take. A meet- 
Ing of the Repeal Committee was instantly 
summoned, and the leader announced his in- 
tention to submit to the proclamation. The 
time for resistance had not come, he said. 
O’Connell issued an address, which was posted 
on all the roads for 20 miles, exhorting the peo- 
ple to submit to the proclamation. hey 
obeyed him, and when day dawned, 
Conquer Hiil—the site of the proposed 
meeting—was occupied by troops—horse, 
foot, and artillery—but no {Irishmen ap- 
sampaes in the opinion of Sir Charles Duffy, 

is was the supreme crisis. Either O’Connell 
should have withheld the ‘‘ Mallow defiance,’ 
or at Clontarf he shculd have shown himsolf 
possessed of the courage of the convictions he 
professed. The chances of success were at least 
encouraging. Eight millionsuf people Aghting 
for right and fatherland are an immense force; 
France and America were in hearty sympathy 
with their cause, and the author thinks kelp 
would have been forthcoming from both 
countries, while the bulk of the english work- 
ing classes would have looked upon armed sup- 
pression of the revolt as naked tyranny. 

The next scene in the drama of repeal was 
the famous State trial at Dublin. On Oct. 14 
O’Connell, his y- John, Thomas Mather Ray, 
Thomas Steele, Hichard Barrett, John Gray, 
gud Charles Gavan Duffy were arrested on in- 
formation sworn out against them for con- 

to excite ill-will among her Majesty’s 
subjects, and to obtain by unlawful means a 


change in the Constitution and government of 
the country. It is not nécessary to recite here 
the proceedings of this celebrated trial, whose 
incidents and result have been so recently 
and tully recalled in the comments of 
the press upon the State trials of 
the present year. The $Government 
managers of the case did not display that con- 
spicuous regard for fairness which the nu- 
merous and weighty advantages enjoyed by 
them in the suit rendered peculiarly appro- 
priate to them. They did not allow a single 
Catholic to sit on the jury, though the 
traversers were all Catholics, and they man- 
aged to select 12 men whose occupations 
and circumstances were likely to incline 
them toward the side of the Govern- 
ment. The trial lasted 25 days, and 
aftor a charge by the Chief-Justice, in 
which, according to our author, he seemed 
chiefly anxious to supply the oversights or de- 
ficiencies in the case of the Crown, the cause 
was given to the jury, who immediately con- 
victed all the traversers. After several 
months’ delay sentence was pronounced, May 
30, 1844. O’Connell was condemned to pay a 
fine of £2,000, to give personal secu- 
rity in £10,000 for good behavior for 
seven years, and to be imprisoned 12 
months. The sentences of the other traversers 
were lighter, their term of imprisonment being 
for nine months. The prisoners suffered a 
brief and not very irksome confinement in the 
house and gardens of the Governor and Depu- 
ty Governor at Dublin, whence they were de- 
livered by the judgment of the House of Lords, 
sitting as a court of appeal, reversing the de- 
cision of the Court of Queen’s Bench at 
Dublin. Only the peers who had held judi- 
cial office voted on the question, and their 
decision was given on the ground that the 
judgment had been found on all the counts, 
some of which stated no offense, some of which 
were bad, and on some of which there had 
been erroneous findings. “A strong pressure 
was exerted to open the question to the lay 
members of the House, but the law lords main- 
tained their exclusive appellate jurisdiction, and 
a judgment was pronounced which is famous in 
history as resting upon the purest and highest 
judicial motives, though emanating from a 
body politically hostile to the individuals their 
decres set at liberty. O’Connell was once 
more a free man, but the life had gone out of 
the repeal movement. It may be said to have 
had no effective power or definite aim after the 
Clontarf flasco, and when Peel had carried his 
bils to endow the Jatholic _ college 
at Maynooth, to create colieges for the 
middle class Catholics, and to improve the 
land tenure system, Irish public opinion was 
so favorably affected by these concessions, 
small as thev were, that England soon had no 
further cause for anxiety and the empire was 
peace. Under the vice-tribunate of John 
O’Connell, who inherited nothing of his fa- 
ther’s greatness, the Repeal Association was too 
much occupied with intestine broils of a mis- 
cellaneous and peculiarly Irish nature to be a 
source of danger to the integrity of the realm. 
The story of the rise and fall of the 
repeal movement, interesting as it is, is by no 
means the most important chapter in Irish 
history. The sources of discontent which fed 
the agitation of 40 years ago are identical with 
those from which flow the diverse manifesta- 
tions of impatience and revolt which are at 
the present moment causing such grave un- 
uneasiness in England. To study the origin 
of Ireland’s grievances we must turn to the 
history of English conquest, and read how a 
feudal tenure of land was substituted for the 
natural order of inheritance; how the owners 
of the Ulster tribal lands were driven out of 
their possessions to burrow in the hills and 
bogs by James I. and his courtiers, and how 
Cromwell and the Charleses dealt with Ire- 
land. These are matters of English, as well 
as of Irish, history. .They are important to an 
understanding of the Irish question of to-day.

PAPER ON THE SUBJECT BY DOUGLAS CAMP- 
BELL BEFORE THE MUNICIPAL SOCIETY. 


Mr. Douglas Campbeli read a paper on 
**Tenure of Office under the New-York Charter,” 
last evening before the Municipal Society at No. 67 
Madison-avenue. He reviewed the series of de- 
cisions made by the Court of Appeals in relation to 
the sections of the charter governing the removal 
from office of subordinates holding places by ap- 
pointment. The system established by these de- 


cisions was not, he said, quite complete, for some 
questions were still open; but even in its incom- 
pleteness the City of New-York had to-day, thanks 
to the construction put upon its charter by the 
highest court of the State, the best system regulat- 
ing removals from office which existed on this conti- 
nent. Those decisions struck the first effective blow 
at the demoralizing system under which office was 
held at the will of partisan leaders. No longer 
could bonest, efficient subordinates be removed be- 
cause they failed to pay political assessments or 
declined to act as the henchmen ot their chiefs. 
The charter of the City, as construed by that court, 
gave to the City’s subordinate officers the 
exact permanence of tenure demanded in 
the Republican Convention at Chicago and 
by Gen. Garfield, its successful candidate. 
Mr. Campbell, for the purpose of outlining tne 
present system, extensively quoted from the deci- 
sions rendered in the cases of a clerk of the Fire De- 
partment, the Chief Engineer of the Croton Aque- 
duct, and one of the Police Commissioners. Under 
this system, he added, a man need not bea partisan 
in order to hold place. His tenure of office was 
substantially secured during good behavior. He 
could only be removed for cause, and the removal 
must be sustained by evidence. If inthe return 
of his superior officer justifying his removal any 
false statements were made, he had an action at 
comnion law for damages. 

Such a system seemed fitted to gain the approval 
of all good citizens. Several objections had. how- 
ever, been raised against it. It had been called a 
“Government by law-suit,” and the statement had 
been made that the process of removalof a dere- 
lict official would be interminable. To this objection 
a verv simple answer was at hand. If disposed in 
good faith to respect the law, and aided by legal 
advisers understanding its provisions, the Mayor 
and heads of departments would have no more 
difficulty in removing subordinates for incom- 
petency than the Police Board had encountered. 
The crowning‘objection was that the system was 
not the one on which private business was 
conducted. The answer to this was. that 
public business could never be conducted 
on the same principle as that of a private 
person ora corporation. The conditions were en- 
tirely different. In the case of an individual, self- 
interest could be relied on to guide his selection of 
subordinates, anid to control him in their promo- 
tion or discharge. A merchant would not appoint 
asalesman because he had helped to elect him to 
an office, nor would he discharge an efficient clerk 
to make a place for an impecunious relative or 
a political henchman. After making some re- 
marks on the general civil service systems 
in this country and in England, Mr. Campbell said 
that heads of departments would perform better 
service if retained during good behavior than if 
placed in position for a term of years. Under such 
a system, any of them could be speedily removed 
for dishonesty or incompetency, fand the Mayor 
would not be confronted with the objection that 
their terms of ofiice had expired. Bargaining 
ove: political comsemations, which now made 
the Aldermanic chamber “a _ cesspool of 
corruption,’”’ would cease. The real defects 
in the charter were connected with the system of 
appointments andthe organization of the various 
departments. When these were remedied its pro- 
visions relating to tenure of office would be recog- 
nized as the we reform in Municipal edminis- 
tration which had been accomplished in the pres- 
ent generation.

LOSSES 10 MAKE GOOD.

EXECUTORS OF MORRIS EARLE’S WILL RE- 
SPONSIBLE FOR MONEY LOST THROUGH 
NEGLECT. 

The estate of Morris Earle, a merchant who 
died in this City in 1859, was worth about $300,000. 
Mr. Earle left his widow with seven children. He 
divided his properiy among these eight persons, 
and appointed his widow Execcutrix, and his 
brother, William P. Earle, of Earle's Hotel, and 
Charles B. Dodd, of Hartford, Conn., Executors. 
The Surrogate passed the accounts of the Executrix 
and Executors, and discharged Mr. Dodd from 
responsibility. Subsequently the Executrix and 


the remaining Executor neglected the affairs 
of the estate, and permitted them to be con- 
ducted first by Morris D. Earle and noxt 
by James Earle, sons of Morris Earle, the 
decedent. Through this negligence Morris D. and 
James P. Earle were not checked when making in- 
vestments in real estate, which have resulted, it is 
said, disastrously to the interests of the legatees. 
One of them, Miss Cornelia D. Earle, sued her 
mother and uncle and her brothers and sisters in 
the Superior Court. She asked an accounting of 
the affairs of her father’s estate, and an order 
directing her mother and uncle to make good an 
losses the estate may have suffered. Mrs. rage 4 
Earle, the Executrix, did not defend the suit. ¥, 
William P. Earle’s defense was that he acted upon 
the assumption that he was discharged from re- 
sponsibility by the Surrogate in 1861. The case was 
tried in Superior Court, Special Term, before Judge 
Freedman, who rendered a decision in favor of the 
plaintiff, yesterday. Judge Freedman holds that 
William P. Earle was a Trustee as well as Executor, 
and never formally renounced that office with the 
consent of the legatees. He holds, therefore, that 
Mr, Karle is responsible for any losses that may 
have occurred to the estate through his negligence. 
He directs a reference to determine the character 
andrudence of the investments made by Morris D. 
and James Earle while they controlled the estate, 
and the amount of the losses improperly incurred 
by them. These losses, he says, must be made good 
by Mr. William P. Earle and Mrs. Mary E. Earle. 


PLEADING INSANITY FOR MURDER. 
KENNEDY, OF BROOKLYN, BROUGHT TO TRIAL 


FOR TAKING MRS. STOKES’S LIFE. 


Edward Kennedy, formerly employed as 
deck hand ona tug-boot, was placed on trial yes- 
terday in the Kings County Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, for the murderof Mrs. Nellie Stokes. 
Some time ago Kennedy pleaded guilty to murder 
in the second degree, but withdrew the plea after- 
ward and decided to stand trial on the indictment 
charging him with murder in the first degree. A 
belief that he would be able to prove himself 
emotionally insane is said to have induced him to 
adopt this course, Kennedy and his victim, who 
was only 19 years of age, boarded at the 
house of Mrs, Taggart, in Second-street, 
Williamsburg. Mrs. Stokes was separated 
from her husband. Kennedy forced his attentions 
upon her, but she steadfastly rejected them. He 
then Se mp pe or pretended to attempt, to com- 
mit suicide by shooting himself, but was careful to 
inflict a comparatively slight injury. Mrs. Stokes, 
out of sympathy, went to see him in the hospital. 
When he recovered he began again to annoy her 
with his addresses. He had an interview with her 
on the 1st of May last in the boarding-house parlor, 
and because, ashe admitted, she refused to become 
his wife he shot her dead. He next put the pistol 
to his own head and fired, but again managed, in 
his alleged attempt at suicide, to inflict only a slight 
wound. His mother testifie jostenday that his 
father was subject to epileptic fits, and that Ken- 
nedy himself had one when three years old and an- 
other a short time before the shooting of Mrs. 
Stokes. The prisoner testified that he did not re- 
member anything at all about the shooting. He 
did not remember ever having paid his addresses 
to Mrs. Stokes, nor did he remember shooting him- 
self. The trial will be continued to-day.

TEXAS PACLFIO'S EASTERN OUTLET. 

Gen. Mahone, of Virginia, President of the 
Atlantic, Mississippi and Ohio Railroad Company, 
has beeninthe City fora week past endeavoring 
to perfect ascheme to prevent the sale of that 
road under foreclosure set down for the 10th inst. 
He has succeeded in forming a syndicate, which 
consists, it is said, of Jay Gould and R. T. Wilson, 
who have agreed to advance $8,000,000 with which 
to pay the overdue coupons on the bonds on con- 
dition that they shall receive one-half the large 
quantity of stock of the company held by the 
towns along its line. This the towns had consented 
to in advance. Application has been made to Judge 
Bond, of the United States District Court in Rich- 
mond, for permission to pay up the arrearages, and 
for a revocation of the order of sale. The State of 
Virginia sold a controlling interest in the Norfolk 
and Petersburg, Southside, Virginia and Tennessee, 
and Virginia and Kentucky Railroads to 
the Atiantic, Mississippi and Obio Company in 
November, 1870, for $4,000,000 second mortgage 
bonds bearing 6 per cent. interest after July 1, 1830, 
on the stipulation that the first mortgage should 
never exceed $15,000,000, and that the company 
should finish the last-named road within six years. 
Default was made in interest on the consolidated 
bonds in 1873, but subsequently the company paid 
half the current interost. In October, 1875, another 
default took place, and the road was placed in the 
hands of Receivers on June 6, 1876, at the instance 
of the bondheiders. With the Selma, Rome and 
Dalton.cad Vicksburg and Meriden Roads owned 
by Wilson, the road will form a throngh line from 
Norfolk to Shreveport, n0w practically the eastern 
terminus of the Texas Pacific Road, Jay Gould 
having recently purchased the Shreveport and 
Vicksburg Road.

MONEY WANTED T0 CLEAN THE STREETS. 

Police Commissioners Nichols and French 
and Police Captain Williams visited the City Hall 
yesterday and had a long consultation with Mayor 
Grace regarding the present condition of the streets 
of this City. Commissioner Nichols announced 


that the appropriation for removing snow and ice 


was now practically exhausted, and then there was 
a discussion as to what should be done with the 
mountains of snow and ice which blockade all 
the business streets and are the cause of great in- 
convenience and loss to merchants. The Commis- 
sioners said there was an unexpended sum amount- 
ing to $19,000 left over from last year’s appropria- 
tion, and it was decided to apply to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment for authority to use 
this money. Corporation Counsel Whitney was 
asked whether the appropriation for streect-clean- 
ing could be used forgetting rid of the ice and 
snow, and he gave it as his opinion that it would be 
safer to ask for a transfer. Mayor Grace expressed 
the opinion that the appropriation could be used, 
as removing snow and ice is certainly ‘‘street- 
cleaning,’ and the streets cannot be cleaned with- 
out taking the snow and ice away. The result of 
the confereuce was a determination to “do the best 
thoy could in the matter.’

LER’s. Meanwhile matters of pressing pub- 
lic concern will have to await the 
subsidence of the row, to the manifest det- 
riment of the interests which Senators of 
the United: States are supposed to be elected 
to protect. Mr. BuTLeris probably a very 
good judge of the kind of work which 
his constituents expect from him, and 
his ‘‘arraignment’’ of CoNnKLING may 
be calculated to give 
waning popularity.

the American Congress found the time 
hanging heavily on its hands, there might 


be more excuse in this absurd interfering 
with the affairs of other nations. But we 
have not a few sins of our own to make 
atonement for by act of Congress, and until 
these are attended to we have no right to 


incur a liability to have a foreign Gov- 


ernment send its compliments to the Con- 


gress of the United States and respectfully 
ask if that body will mind its own business. 


In spite of the unusually tempestuous 
Winter, there has been a notable absence of 


disasters to ocean steamers, The long con- 


tinuance of good luck or good manage- 
ment has been interrupted by the wreck 
of the Boston freight steamer Bohemian 
on the coast of Ireland, and by the reported 
sacrifice of some thirty-two of her crew. 


Details of the cause of this disaster are 
wanting, though it is attributed to the 


sheer force of a storm, amid which 
the steamer became unmanageable. The 
loss of life is probably exaggerated, 
since the whole number of persons on board 
is reported from Boston as not over thirty. 


There will be some natural increase of anx- 


iety for the safety of one or two over- 
due ocean steam-ships now that the 
feeling of security which has_ had 
such frequent justification during the 
Winter has been somewhat rudely shaken. 
But it should be remembered that the steam- 
ers about whose safety there exists any cause 
for apprehension are in exceptionally good 
hands, and that there is no reason to suppose 
that recent storms have exceeded in severity 
many of those which they have successfully 
weathered. 
PES RE OS LS LE TS 

The effort to organize the Republican Gen- 
eral Committee in Brooklyn resulted last 
night in a row of the character usually asso- 
ciated with the ward politics of the opposite 
party, and the meeting of the Ninth Assem- 
bly Republican District Association of this 
City was diversified with an equally discred- 
itable outbreak of rowdyism. It is notice- 
able that in both cases the uproar and 
violence were the results of squabbling 
over the spoils of office. The Dag- 
gett and Jourdan factions in Brooklyn 
are divided simply by the desire to monopo- 
lize certain desirable patronage and pickings 
which the control of the  organiza- 
tion carries with it. In the Ninth 
District, the disorder arose out of a 
resolution setting forth the unfitness of 
Mr. Jacosvs’s nomination as United States 
Marshal. It is obvious that the best 
way to elevate the standard of char- 
acter and conduct among those who 
actively participate in political work is to 
remove the vulgar incentives of place- 
hunting and office-mongering from party 
politics. There would probably be little 
cohesion left among existing organizations 
did their inembers not find a living, or the 
prospect of one, in attending to the affairs of 
the party, but there would be a better chance 
of enlisting the better elements of the party 
in such work were its associations less sordid 
and demoralizing. 


CONGRESS AND THE DEPARTMENTS 


Mr. PENDLETON has succeeded in arous- 
ing considerable attention in the Senate for 
his bill giving Cabinet officers seats in Con- 
gress. The report in favor of the bill by 
the special committee appears toi have been 
unanimous. It was signed by Messrs. ALLI- 
son, INGALL8, BLAING, PLartr, VoorHEss, 
Burt.eER, and Fartey, as well as by Mr. Pen- 
DLETON himself. These gentlemen represent 
nearly every phase of political feeling in 
the Senate, and though they do not include 
in their number any of the recognized leaders 
of the Senate on either side, there are sev- 
eral Senators of decided influence among 
them. The committee’s report was devoted 
mainly to the question of the constitutional 
authority of Congress to do what this bill 
proposes. On that point we have never 
seen any serious argument in the negative. 
It may be said that Congress has no direct 
authority to summon heads of departments 
to seats in either house. But it may be 
equally said that Congress has no direct 
authority to create executive departments 
and to prescribe the duties of their) heads 
and other officers. The Constitution no- 
where mentions these matters as coming 
within the defined powers of Congress. 
They must be treated solely under inferred 
power, and they are so treated. By means 
of this species of power, and this alone, the 
heads of departments are provided for, their 
duties declared, and, among other things, it 
is required that they shall report directly to 
Congress. 

Since Congress may, by the use of im- 
plied authority, require reports from heads 
of departments, it may require these to re- 
port in person, to answer questions that 
may be addressed to them, and to explain 
their own action or views in an appropriate 
manner. Congress gives a seat to a Delegate 
from each Territory with no authority 
under the Constitution to do so, and per- 
mits him to debate any question that 
may interest him. It is absurd to say that a 
like privilege may not be extended to an im- 
portant officer who has the highest possible 
interest in informing Congress correctly as 
to the affairs of his department. Besides, 
what Mr. PenDLETON’s bill proposes to do 
is already done on a small scale and by the 
comupittees of the Senate and House. Take, 
as an instance, and because it is at once 
very important and the most recent, 
the “‘interview’’ between the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Controller of the Currency, 
and the Treasurer of the United States, with 
regard to the Refunding bill. At this “in- 
terview’’ the Secretary appeared with two 
of his subordinates, each in a very responsi- 
ble position. He proceeded to give his views 
very much as he would have done from 
his former seat in the Senate. He filed 
numerous tables to elucidate his remarks. 
He was questioned freely and minutely by 
Senators who approved as well .as by those 
who disagreed with his opinions. To this 
questioning the Secretary submitted illustra- 
tions, general facts, specific facts, and occa- 
sionally made diplomatic replies which were 
not evasive, but which were far from com- 
plete. Mr. Knox, the Controller of the Cur- 
rency, was subjected to exactly the same 
process, and was allowed the same latitude. 
In each case the officer was quite as closely 


‘under a gag rule, without debate. 


examined as he could have been in the Sen- 
ate, and was permitted to argue his own 
views quite as extensively. 


In other words, what took place in the 


committee-room would, under Mr. Penpir- 


Ton’s bill, have taken place in the Senate 
Chamber, with this important difference: 
in the latter case every Senator would have 
been enlightened by the examination, which 


would, in all probability, have been much 
more complete, while in the former case 


only those Senators who happen to be on the 


Finance Committee can gain very much 
from this really important meeting. This 
is not an isolated instance. But a few 
days since the Secretary of the Interior ap- 
peared before a Congressional committee, 


and not only made arguments in regard to a 


measure in which he was interested, but 
cross-questioned persons in attendance, and 
in various ways did a great deal toward 
shaping the feeling and opinion of the com- 
mittee. Why should he not have had a like 


opportunity in one house or in the other? 
Or, to go back a year, would it not 


have been an advantage of the great- 
est importance to Congress could the 
Postmaster-General or one of his assist- 
ants have been called to the floor of the 
House or Senate and required to explain 
some of the amazing peculiarities of the 
‘star’ routes. Or suppose that at the 
opening of: the present session Mr. SHER- 
MAN had been questioned as to whether his es- 
timated annual surplus did or did not allow 
for $19,000,000 arrearages of pensions pay- 
able under the existing Jaws, would not the 
mind of Congress have been decidedly en- 
lightened by his answer? 

These are all instances of obvious perti- 
nence. In every one of them the course of 
Congress would have been easier, plainer, 
and more wisely chosen if it could have 
had the benefit of a direct face-to-face com- 
munication with the officer most immedi- 
ately concerned. It is not open to question 
that what can be done in a committee can 
be done in either house. There is plenty of 
authority for it in the Constitution, and 
there is certainly much need of it in the 
practical requirements of each house. 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR JOB. 

In the House of Representatives, yester- 
day, the champions of that huge job, the 
River and Harbor Appropriation bill, hav- 
ing laid a plan to anticipate the time when 
they can “‘ put through”’ the bill under the 
protection of the Committee on Commerce, 
met with a decided rebuff. Under the rules 
of the House, a bill may be reported from 
a committee, and, by request of a ma- 
jority of that committee, be passed 
under a suspension of the rules, pro- 
vided this action is had during the 
last ten days of the session, or 
on the third Monday of the month. Mr. 
REAGAN, Chairman of the Committee of 
Commerce, was put forward yesterday, 
with instructions from his colleagues to 
move the suspension of the rules on his indi- 
vidual right as a member, it being the 
first Monday in the month, when the privi- 
lege may be exercised under certain limita- 
tions. The Speaker ruled that Mr. RraGan 
had the right to make this motion. But this 
temporary triumph was quickly destroyed. 
The House refused to suspend the rules and 
pass the bill, a two-thirds vote being neces- 
sary for the suspension of the rules. The 
vote stood 160 yeas to 86 nays, and the bill 
remains in the hands of the committee. 

It will be seen, however, that a change of 
avery few votes would have given a sub- 
stantial victory to the friends of the River 
and Harbor steal, and a bill providing for 
the expenditure of more than ten millions 
of dollars would have been rushed through 
Tt seems 
amazing that a measure of so much impor- 
tance, involving the expenditure of so large 
a sum of money, and including so many 
separate items of appropriation, could come 
so near being pushed through the House. 
It is vain that the leading newspapers of 
the country call attention to the wild ex- 
travagance, even profligacy, of this Dill. 
With unblushing assurance, the men inter- 
ested in its passage refuse to permit its pro- 
visions to be examined and explained, and 
insist on its immediate passage without ex- 
amination. The secret of this apparent 
indifference to criticism lies in the fact that 
the committee having the bill in charge is a 
large one, fifteen members comprising it; 
and these have all so adjusted their various 


‘personal interests that the bill must stand as 


itis; otherwise, the equilibrium will be dis- 
turbed. The bill is now a capital example 
of the art of log-rolling. 

Mr. 8. 8. Cox, who had the courage to 
oppose the passage of the bill, which, he 
said, would compel the House to vote away 
$66,500 each second of time, very fairly ex- 
posed the method by which the provisions of 
the bill were adjusted in the committee- 
room. Each member of the committee 
reaches for his slice of the great steal. In 
this way more than half of the whole 
amount appropriated has been divided 
around among the committeemen. Thus 
Texas, so ably represented on _ the 
committee by Mr. Reacan, gets $750,- 
000 for the ‘‘improvement’’ of rivers 
and harbors. This is next to the largest 
sum allotted to any single State—Illinois 
enjoys the doubtful honor of carrying off 
the biggest slice—$912,000. The apportion- 
ment by States of the enormous sum appro- 
priated by the bill affords an instructive 
study, and itis not surprising that during 
Mr. Cox’s ingenious exposition of this pecu- 
liar little arrangement, members of the com- 
mittee jumped up, and by their excited at- 
tempts to break the force of his statements 
showed that they were hit in a tender spot. 

But this business of taking money from 
the Treasury under false pretenses is too se- 
rious a matter for light remark. It isa great 
and growing abuse, and the steady increase 
in the appropriations should alarm prudent 
men. Year after year, attention is directed 
to the uselessness of many of the schemes 
of alleged improvement embodied in the 
bill. And year by year, these transparent- 
ly fraudulent devices are multiplied. The 
committee does not dare to face the pub- 
lic scrutiny which a debate in the House 
would make necessary. It is sought to 
rush the bill through without any ex- 
planation of its multitudinous items. The 
amount of the steal has grown, year by 
year, asif the manipulators of the scheme 
had become emboldened by past successes, un- 
til, this year, the total amount far transcends 
that of all previous jobs. The unfortunate 


part of this business isthat the few necessary 
works provided for by the River and Harbor 
Appropriation bill must stand or fall with 


the many superfluous or fraudulent items of 
cost. Congress has steadily refused to grant 


the Executive any discriminative power in 
the approval of the bill. And the chances 
are that this profligate measure, a monument 
of the folly and extravagance of this Demo- 


cratic Congress, will finally be passed in its 
entirety. 


THE IRISH BILL OF RIGHTS. 


Mr. Guapstrone adheres inflexibly to his 
resolve not to submit the Irish Land bill un- 
til the Government has received the addi- 
tional powers it asks for to enable it to deal 


effectively with unlawful agitation. Last 


week’s work cleared the ground of obstruc- 
tionists, and nothing remains to prevent the 
speedy passage of Mr. Forstrer’s bills for 
the protection of life and property and 
for the seizure of arms. Concurrently 


with the earliest application of these acts 


by the Irish executive, the discussion 


of the Government proposals of land re- 
form will begin in the House of Com- 
mons. There has been no official forecast of 
the character of the bill, but there are abun- 
dant indications that it will not escape severe 


criticism and possible defeat unless it shall 
deal with the grave questions involved .in a 
radical and comprehensive manner. The 
advocates of legislation which shall offer a 
permanent remedy for Irish agrarian ills 
have received strong moral support and re- 
inforcement in the report of the Royal Com- 
missioners on the Irish Land System, which 
has recently been published. The report is 
signed by Lord BessBorovucn, Baron Dowse, 
the O’Conor Don, and Mr. Suaw, of whom 
the two latter qualify their assent by brief 
supplementary remarks, while Mr. Kava- 
NAGH presents a separate report. 

The proposals for legislation contained in 
the majority report embracs the essentials 
of a thorough-going land reform bill. The 
Commissioners are not content to patch up 
the defective act of 1870. ‘‘We wish ta 
place on record,’’ say they, ‘‘our decided 
opinion that unless the measure is a full and 
exhaustive one, going to the root of the 
whole matter and settling it permanently, it 
would be better not to interfere with the 
question at all.”” This conviction leads the 
Commissioners to lay down two fundament- 
al principles which have never been recog- 
nized in discussions of the Irish question, 
and which will call forth a horrified protest 
from the land-holding class, viz., that the 
cultivator has a property in the soil he tills, 
and that he has a right to get a 
living and something more than a living from 
it. This is what the report of the Commis- 
sioners yields on a careful analysis. Stated 
in other words, it provides for fixity of ten- 
ure and fair rents. The ‘‘ possessory right”’ 
of the tenant is a living tradition, a prevail- 
ing sentiment, in Ireland. Itis the assertion 
of natural right over the right conferred by a 
feudal tenure, the vindication ofan unextin- 
guished title toa soil neither sold nor forfeited 
by its owners, but wrested from them by 
robbers. It is not a communistic sentiment 
which springs from the nature of the lease- 
hold tenure, but a local and _ historical 
growth, a heritage of just and natural re- 
sentment for an ancient wrong. The Com- 
missioners propose that this abiding tradi- 
tion shall be recognized by legislation, not 
on sentimental grounds, but because the 
interests of the community make continuous 
occupancy desirable. The tenant, therefore, 
should be protected by law against forfeit- 
ure of his interest in his holding either by ar- 
bitrary ejectment or by the raising of his rent 
at the discretion of his landlord. Instead of 
a tenancy from year to year, the Commis- 
sioners would create a statutory tenure, de- 
feasible only by decree of the Land Court 
for the breach of specified conditions. This 
grants at once that fixity of possession 
which is the prime condition of successful 
farming and contentment of miad. It is 
the next thing to ownership. 

To fixity of tenure fair rents follow as a 
natural corollary, since a tenant cannot be 
secured in a proprietary right in a property 
which the caprice of the landlord may at any 
moment put it beyond his means to hold. 
The Commissioners at the outset dispose of 
the objection based on freedom of contract 
by declaring that such freedom does not 
exist in the dealings between landlord and 
tenant in Ireland. The tenant must accept 
the terms offered him. Not to do so ‘‘means 
for him to leave his home, to leave his 
employment, to forfeit the inheritance of 
his fathers, and to some extent the 
investment of his toil, and to sink at once to 
a lower plane of physical comfort and social 
rank.’?’ The Commissioners propose that 
in case of disagreement a fair rent shall be 
fixed by arbitration or by trialatlaw. ‘They 
reject GriFFITH’s valuation as having no re- 
lation to present values and conditions, and 
would have the Government meddle as little 
as possible in such matters. 

As to the meaning of the term “ fair 
rent,’’ the Commissioners say that ‘‘ it is 
necessary at once to negative the idea that it 
means what in England is known as a full 
or fair commercial rent, but in Ireland as a 
rack rent. It is not contemplated that after 
deducting for the tenant, to use the language 
of political economy, the cost of cultivation 
and the ordinary profits of his trade, the 
whole surplus receipts should be the unques- 
tioned property of the landlord.’’ Upon too 
many Irish estates the tenants are in a con- 
dition of serfdom. Beyond what is 
necessary for a scanty subsistence, the 
products of their toil are appropriated 
by the landlord. Their right to accumulate 
property is denied, and it is this baleful 
system which has prevented the growth of a 
conservative middle class in Ireland, a class 
always to be found on the side of law and 
order, the moral and social backbone of a 
nation. Such a class Ireland sorely needs, 
and when she has received it there will be 
no further occasion for coercion bills. The 
rights conferred by fixity of tenure and fair 
rents should, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioners, be subject to free sale by their 
possessor. This is not only just, but it will 
provide a resource which will aid landlords 
to recover arrears of rent, and will serve to 
overcome in many cases that ‘‘ undue attach- 
ment to the soil’? which makes the Irish too 
exclusively a race of farmers. The benefits 
which will arise from a greater division of 
labor and the creation of an artisan class are 
too obvious to require pointing out. There 
is a strong likelihood that the Government’s 


land bill will contain the provisions for the 


**three F’s’’ which this report recommends. 
The passage of such an act will confer rights 


which have long been denied the Irish tenant. 


WIFE-BEATING. 


Mr. Bereu’s bill for the punishment of 
wife-beaters by flogging has naturally 
aroused a strong feeling of indignation 
among that large and respectable class of 


our fellow-citizens who are addicted to wife- 
beating. Itis generally admitted that Mr. 


Bereu has done some little good in prose- 


cuting and punishing the cruel treatment of 
animals, and few people will deny that the 
unnecessary beating of horses is a cowardly 
crime, and deserves to be severely punished. 

When, however, Mr. Beren steps out of 


his zoological province and undertakes to 


meddle in the domestic affairs of his fellow- 
citizens, and to inhumanly punish the man 
who may in the heat of argument or in the 
recklessness of high spirits lay a fist upona 
woman save in kindness, he must expect the 


execration of the classat whom his disgrace- 


ful attempt at legislation is directed. 


Whatever may be the individual opinion 
of any man on the subject of wife-beating, 
it must be conceded that any punishment 
which tends to degrade an offender, either in 
his own estimation or that of others, is not 
to be tolerated in a civilized and humane com- 
munity. The lash is, the world over, re- 
garded as an ungentlemanly instrument of 
punishment. The man who is subjected to 
it invariably has his feelings as well as his 
back seriously hurt. The true object of pun- 
ishment is, as has frequently been shown by 
enlightened philanthropists, the improve- 
ment of the person punished. When it be- 
comes evident that a man who has com- 
mitted an offense against the laws re- 
quires to be improved, measures to 
that end should be taken by the au- 
thorities. He should be placed in 
an attractive asylum—for the word ‘‘ prison’’ 
might hurt his feelings—and provided with 
every comfort, so that he may be brought 
into a.contented and peaceful frame of 
mind, and be thus prepared to listen to and 
accept affectionate counsels as to the propri- 
ety of avoidfmg unlawful actions and of lead- 
ing a blameless and beneficent life. If 
treated in this way, the so-called criminal 
would lose none of his self-respect, and 
would not experience the irritation which a 
man naturally feels when he is rudely sub- 
jected to unpleasant and annoying punish- 
ments. To flog a wife-beater is to treat him 
in accordance with the old-fashioned and 
inhuman theory that criminals deserve to be 
punished instead of improved. If a man 
who has beaten his wife is in turn seized by 
unfeeling officers of the law, tied up 
to a revolting whipping-post, and beaten 
with a lash in the hands of a Deputy 
Sheriff, his sense of self-respect will be fa- 
tally injured. He will feel that he has 
been degraded not only in his own estima- 
tion, but in that of his fellow-men. When 
his self-respect has been thus outraged, and 
he has been degraded in the opinion of the 
world, how can we expect that he will ever 
become a leading and respected member of 
the community ? What we ought to do with 
the person who has inadvertently, or, per- 
haps, in a moment of temporary strength, 
beaten his wife, is to sympathize with him; 
to develop all that is manly and noble in 
him, and to say or do nothing which can 
by any possibility lead him to suppose that 
he has sunk in our estimation. Instead of 
treating the wife-beater in this intelligent 
and philanthropic way, Mr. Bereu wants to 
take unwarranted liberties with the unforta- 
nate man and to wound his self-respect. It is 
impossible that any enlightened community 
should consent to such an atrocious plan. 

Whipping is unquestionably a cruel and 
inhuman form of punishment, and as such 
is suited only to young children who have 
committed ordinary childish offenses. It is 
utterly disproportionate to the so-called 
crime of the wife-beater. Persons may be 
led astray by the specious plea that it is no 
worse for the law to whip a man than it is 
for the same man to whip his wife. The 
fallacy of this proposition lies in the assump: 
tion that to beat a woman and to beat a man 
are one and the same thing. The difference 
is really very wide. The wife who under- 
goes the temporary inconvenience of a blow 
with the fist, or with whom an impulsive 
husband takes the liberty of a club, is 
almost always secluded from the public 
gaze at the time when these annoyances 
are incurred. She is not, therefore, 
humiliated in the sight of her neigh- 
bors, and unless she herself is guilty 
of the indiscretion of making public 


-her domestic affairs, no one knows that she 


has been beaten; whereas, when a man is 
whipped as a legal punishment the degrad- 
ing fact is known to everybody. Moreover, 
there is reason to believe that a woman does 
not suffer as much pain from a beating as 
her husband would suffer were he to be 
beaten. Most intelligent and trustworthy 
wife-beaters testify that their wives, when 
knocked down with a blow of the fist or 
tapped with a club, rarely make any loud 
complaint. Asa rule, they put their aprons 
over their heads, and, after a little quiet 
crying, go about their work as usual. There 
issomething, however, in the nobler nature 
of man which causes him to feel the keenest 
pain when the cruel lash descends on his 
shoulders, and it is safe to say that the wife- 
beater, if he is publicly whipped, will howl 
twice as loud as his beaten wife ever howled, 
thus clearly showing that his perception of 
pain is much the more acute. 

After all, what right has Mr. Brren to 
treat with indignity men whose methods of 
managing their wives do not happen to suit 
his peculiar notions? Let him come between 
men andtheir horses if he chooses, but let 
him not profanely pry into the sacred pri- 
vacy of the marriage relation. Has he no 
reverence for that holy institution that he 
thusimprudently undertakes to say that men 
shall not beat their wives? Who is Mr. 
Beren that he ventures to denounce hon- 
orable and chivalrous men merely be- 
cause they occasionally knock down their 
wives? Were his bill to become a law, wife- 
beating would undoubtedly become extreme- 
ly rare; but there is not a wife-beater of 
spirit in the community who will tamely 
consent to have his domestic conduct thus 
arbitrarily regulated by Mr. Bere or by 
any body of men.

Now that CaRLYLE is dead, everything con- 
nected with his habits, traits, and idiosyncrasies 
have additional interest. The life of any noted 
person always gains addittonal attractiveness from 
the fact that it has recently euded. An American

Chelsea, just before his death, relates some particu- 
lars of his visit. He found him not suffering from 


any particular ailment, but steadily going out of 
life by easy stages with entire consciousness and 


resignation. The tamous {iconoclast was seated 
in a half-recumbent chair :in a_ semi-library 
on the second floor. His niece, a calm, thoughtful- 
looking little woman, was at his side to say that 
the correspondent could talk, but that her uncle 
must not. But uncle did talk, inevitably. Who 


could believe that a man that had passed his life in 
lauding silence, and incessantly breaking it, would 


or could restrain his speech? The old man said, 
in Scotch accent, ‘ Ah, I cannot work much more, 
and this, of all, grieves me before going. I am not 
ill; I never was ill, [almost peevishly;] I am only 
going. going, going.” At parting, he exclaimed 
with energy, “Go on; work with all your wil; 
uproot error.” On a table near him were slips of 


papor with notes on them in his autograph. His 
eye, which had not lost its lustre, looked out from 


under his shaggy brows, seriously, solemnly, well- 
nigh savageiy. His face was very thin and 
scraggy; his beard gray, coarse, wiry; his mouth 
compressed, resolute, defiant. His bony, nervous 
hands were incased in loose, woolen gloves, 
which he was’ constantly throwing off, 


and his niece as _ continually putting 
on; his cliff-like head was covered, 


not to his improvement, in a black 
velvet skull-cap, and he was wrapped in his favor- 
ite plaid shawl—precautions against taking cold, 
which, it was feared, would soon carry him off in 
his weak state. Various volumes, chiefly German, 
were at hand, and in the room two busts—one of 
Wi1u1aM of Orange, the other of Perer the Great. 
CARLYLE saw very few persons in his last days, 
being guided by hisshumor rather than his judg- 
ment in this, as he was in everythingelse. He 
never left the house for months, he was so weak. 
This irked him much, for he was greatly 
attached to his daily walks. He tried 
to work, though he could do nothing con- 
secutive or satisfactory, and incapacity for labor 
tormented him, and wore greatly on his restless, 
fiery spirit. He died by inches, with grim, bitter, 
passionate patience steadily drifting into the 
mighty shadow of the Unknown and Unkvowable. 
———— 

Considering its geographical nearness, 
Americans know but very little about Mexico, nor 
can much be said for our facilities for acquiring in- 
formation, even if our Cesire for it were stronger 
than itis. Of English and French books about the 
country most, perhaps all, are thoroughly superfi- 
cial, so that we have unusually good reason to wel- 
come the able monograph on Mexican society pub- 
lished in the Deutsche Rundschau for January. How 
far trustworthy the author’s statements are one 
cannot say, but as regards the ground covered, the 
article may fairly be called exhaustive. Mexican 
society, according to this writer, is composed of 
two races, governed by different laws and ideas, 
and, when they come in contact, mutually hostile. 
The bulk of the population consists of Indians de- 
voted to the Church, which has always been at odds 
with the republican Government, and living in vil- 
lage communities, which, since the end of the Span 
ish rule, have been constantly encroaching on the 
private property lying near them, which they 
claim rightfully belongs to them, and which they 
seem likely ultimately to possess through the in- 
ability of the Government to protect the lawful 
owners. They are, moreover, comparatively 
healthy and fruitful, while the Creoles, even with 
annual accessions from Spain, are diminish- 
ing in number. The atthor is, therefore, of 
the opinion that the country, if left to itself, 
will become a dictatorship of the Paraguayan 
type, founded on primitive Socialism and the 
Church. The Creole population consists of a small 
minority of absentee planters and a large ma- 
jority of persons who, in one way or another, get 
their living out of the Government. The States 
have tariffs against each other, which, though the 
revenue fails to pay es cost of collection, afford 
plenty of places for ‘* workers,” that, like the 
Governorships and other higher offices, are prac- 
tically filled by the politicians of the capital. 
“Like the Orientals, the Mexican regards the office 
not as a post of duty but as a piece of property.” 
While the Creoles monopolize the civil service and 
the Army, the Indians the agriculture, such as it is, 
and Germans, French, &c., the foreign trade, 
the most flourishing class in the community is the 
Spaniards. They rule its industrial life, and are 
described as not only industrious, but able to 
amass moderate fortunes, which their children, 
in sinking to the Creole level, invariably dissipate. 
As to education, “the acme of culture is to speak 
as many forelgn tongues as possible. French is 
especially favored, and in the book-shops one sees 
more French than Spanish works. Recently, Eng- 
lish has become fashionable. The Americans are 
hated, but they are also feared, and the English 
are respected.’”’ As to the projected railways, 
our German resident says the country does not need 
them, and that they will not pay, which is also the 
case with the telegraph lines already built.

The great carrying companies are much in- 
clined to play fast and loose with passengers under 
the shelter of thelr various arrangements for “* con- 
necting lines.””. For improvement of their profits 
they are very free to promise the carrying of one 
another's passengers, and to sell tickets over each 
other’s routes, But when a passenger is hurt or 
his baggage lost the ticket-selling company will do 
nothing for him, for it says: ** You were not hurt 
on ourline.’’ And the company on whose road he 
was refuses likewise, saying: ‘‘ You have no con- 
tract with us; you bought your ticket from 
the So and So line.”’ The Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company and the Evans- 
vile and Tennessee River Packet Company 
have (or had in 1876) a co-operative agree- 
ment of this sort, and a depot and wharf together 
at Danville, where the two lines connected. The 
two companies were at liberty to sell through tick- 
ets over each other’s lines, and were accustomed 
to share the profits. The depot lands and wharf 
were owned by the railroad company, and there 
the company maintained a wharf-boat moored 
conveniently to serve as a Janding-place for the 
packet company’s steam-boat, and ‘a large shed 
depot for the freight and cars of the railroad. 
Through this depot passengers to and from the 
boats were obliged to pass; there was no other 
route offered to them. In the floor of the 
depot were four hatchways; they were not 
in the very footpatn for passengers, but, 
on the other hand, were not particularly 
fenced or guarded. Late one night a passenger, 
who had come by the! railroad to Danville 
for the purpose of taking the steam-boat, started 
from the hotel to goaboard. He carried a lighted 
lantern, but the wind blew it out. The steam-boat 
whistle, however, had already blown, he was 
doubtful of there being time to return and relight, 
and he pushed onward in the dark. He followed the 
indications of the pathway as carefully as could be, 
but strayed from it a little in the darkness, and fell 
into one of the hatchways, of which there was 
nothing to warn him. For his injuries, which were 
severe, he sued the railroad company. The United 
States Supreme Court sustains the suit upon the 
principle, which the Judges say is founded in jus- 
tice and necessity, and illustrated in many ad- 
judged cases in the English and American courts, 
that the owner or occupant of land who, by invi- 
tation, express or implied, induces or leads others 
to come upon his premises, is liable, if they come 
for lawful purposes and use due care, to pay for 
injuries occasioned by unsafe condition of the land 
orits approaches. Exceptions, of course, exist when 
the owner of the property is wholly free from fault 
or neglect, or when full notice of the danger is given 
to all comers. But the owner of the land or build- 
ings through which the public are by his general in- 
vitation allowed to pass isin duty bound to keep 
his premises in safe condition for visitors. The 
counsel for the company showed that the passen- 
ger, in this instance, did not hold a through ticket, 
and argued that the duty of the railroad company 
to carry him safely was discharged when he ar- 
rived at Danville and left the cars for the hotel. 
But the court said his having or not having a ticket 
made no difference. He was a member of the trav- 
eling public, walking through the course designated 
for him by the company, and had the right to claim 
that his path should be made a safe one. A traveler 
walking upon a way maintained by a railroad com- 
pany to be used by travelers generally cannot be 
dropped through holes in the floor and left to pay 
his own doctor’s bill merely because he does not 
hold a ticket. 


A rural statesman from Otsego County has 
introduced in the Assembly a billto amend the 
Usury law of 1879 by reducing the rate of interest 
from 6to5 per cent. This is a timely and excel- 
lent measure. which ought to be put through with- 


out delay, for no farmer who finds himself unable 
to get for oats and butter as much as he would 


like can be satistied topay 6 per cent. for money 
When the Legislature could just as well as not 


let him have it fors, of course, the logic of the 


case will compel a further amendment, in 1882, by. 
reducing to 4 per cent.; 1883 will make it 3, and so 
on. Much as we may admire the humanity which 
dictates letting the bloated capitalist down by 
prea it appears to be mistaken, like that of the 
oe-maker who cut a small bit from his dog’s tail 


wis day, as he did not like to hurt the animal by 
depriving him of theentire member at one stroke. 


It would be moro kind and more sensible, we 


venture to suggest, to complete the docking 
of capital at once, and reduce the 
rate of interest to zero by the single 
“stroke of a five-line act. Of course, there must be 
apenal statute forbidding anybody to refuse to 
lend his money without interest, and the most rig- 


orous sort of legislation must be had to prevent 
capital from leaving the State. There is already q 


precedent for such an act in the law which forbids 
the life insurance companies to iend money on 
mortgage out of the State, except within fifty 
miles of this City, and it will never be of avail to 
regulate the rate of rental of money, and to raise 
all taxes from corporations, instead of from the 


people, unless capital isto be blockaded from es- 
cape. Atall the docks here, all along the shores of 


the lakes, and at very short intervals along the 
entire boundary lines, faithful guards should be 
stationed, with strict instructions to stop every 
railway train, wagon, or pedestrian; every lettez 
must be searched, and, of course, it will be 
necessary to attach switches to the telegraph 
wires in order that capital seeking to crawl 
off on them may be run to earth. nis work 
will give employment to a large number of 
needy persons, and if the blockade is ener- 
getically maintained, and is put in opera- 
tion early enough, will effectually prevent that es- 
cape of capital which was experienced in California 
under the pressure of Kearneyism. Whether the 
logic of the case will permit these wise measures 
for the good of the majority to stop with those 
above outlined remains to be shown. A law per- 
mitting the framers to fix the prices of hay, grain, 
butter, and vegetables, and compelling the capital- 
ist to take them at those prices—the guards on the 
boundary lines being also instructed to see that 
none of these articles slipped into the State from 
the outside—would be hailed as a measure of relief 
in the rural districts. Perhaps, also, this State will 
eventually adopt the Western doctrine that itis no 
more just and proper to repay the principal of a 
loan than to pay the interest.

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THE EFFECTS OF COERCION 


AN IMPROVEMENT IN THE CONDI- 
LION OF IRZLAND. 

TENANTS PAYING THEIR RENT IN MANY 
INSTANCHS—A FEW OUTRAGES STILL 
REPORTED—LAND LEAGUERS IN PARIS 
—THE DEBATE ON MR. FORSTER’S BILL 
TO CLOSE TO-NIGHT. 

Lonpon, Feb. 7.—A Dublin correspond- 
ent says: “Accounts from all parts of the 
country represent that a very decided change 
for the better has occurred. I have reason to 
believe that the Government are fully alive to 
the plans of the Fenians, and are quite pre- 
pared to defeat them. The tenants of sev- 
eral estates, who have hitherto refused 
to pay rents, are now beginning to 
do so, but the applications which 
the Emergency Committee has received from 
“ Boycotted’’ landlords in the West and South 
of Ireland for laborers show that terrorism has 
not liminished. In some districts the burning 
of hay-ricks and midnight visits by armed 
parties to farm-houses are still reported. 
Since the Fenian scare the authorities of Cork 

Tarbor have taken unusual precautions by 
watching ary movement of boats at night.” 

A dispatch from Dublin says: “It is under- 
stood thst several other Land Leaguers 
will join Mr. Egan in Paris, Mr, 
Parnell has gone to Paris for a few 
days to see Egan and complete 
arrangements respecting the Land League 
fund. There were very few land meetings 
yesterday. It is stated that the cost of the de- 
fense in the State trials was £1,500. 

In the House of Commons to-day, Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, Conservative member for 
Woodstock, gave notice of an amend- 
ment to the Coercion bill reducing the 
period of its operation by six months. 

Mr. Labouchere, (Liberal,) member for 
Northampton, gave notice of an amendment 
incorporating in the bill some of the provisions 
of the Compensation for Disturbance in ireland 
bill. 

Sir William Harcourt, Home Secretary, re- 
plying to Mr. James Bryce, said Mr. Davitt 
aad been medically examired on Friday, and 
was found to suffer from bronchial catarrh. 
He said that orders had been given to 
reat him with all possible indulgence; that he 
oecupies a room with bedding in it, and is kept 
apart from the other convicts. He will not be 
subjected to ordinary prisou labor, but he 
must wear the convict’s dress. 

Premier Gladstone, replying to Mr. Labou- 
chere, said that at present there was no occa- 
sion for a committee to report upon the 
changes in the standing orders. It was the 
opinion of himself and his colleagues that the 
whole matter had been sufficiently settled by 
the recent decision of the House. 

In the House of Commons to-night the de- 
bate on the second reading of the Coercion bill 
was unis‘eresting and entirely confined to 
members very littie known, except in the case 
ot Sir George Campbell, (Liberal,) who op- 
posed the bill. The debate was adjourned. 

BRADFORD, Feb. %.—Extraordinary pre- 
cautions have been taken at the barracks here, 
owing to Fenian rumors. There is a large 
number of Irish among the population, and 
also a branch of the Land League.

STEINWAY HALL. 

The reappearance of Mme. Anna Bishop, 
after a long absence from the stage, was the at- 
traction of the conceri last night. There is proba- 
bly no other artist now betore public who has such 
a long and brilliant record as this gifted artist. In 
the notice of most singers it might seem ungallant 
to allude to the length of their career, but Mme. 
Anna Bishop, it js well known, charmed the 
grandparents of many of her present audi- 
ences, and though she has arrived almost 
to the limits of three-score’ years and 
ten, she is an artist whom it is a pleasure to 
listen to. The value of agood method of singing 
has never been better illustrated than in the per- 
formance of this lady. There are few young sing- 
ers who may not receive a profitable lesson by 
watching the artistic style and perfection of Mme. 
Anna Bishop, and when it is considered that 
most voices are exhausted at or about middle age, 
her singing is not only to be commended 
for its intrinsic merit, but deserves a tribute which 
is due to her as a remarkable vocalist. Nearly a 
half-century ago Mme. Bishop sang in New-York, 
when her then husband, Bochsa, the harpist, and 
she made a profound sensation. Since then she 
has appeared in every principal city of the civilized 
world, and has probably sung before more people 
and with more applause than any living artist. The 
curiosity to hear her last night might have been 
not unmixed with apprehension, but it was soon 
evident that, despite the inevitable effects of time 
upon her voice, she was still an artist. Her upper 
notes were clear and of good quality, and though 
her voice was manifestly worn and not as powerful 
as before, it was true and managed with the same 
consumate ability as ever. Her trill was perfect 
and of instrumental accuracy. She sang some 
of the songs which Jenny Lind gave at 
her concerts in Castle Garden some 30 
years ago. These were Knight’s ballad, ‘‘She 
wore a wreath of roses,” which was encored with 
every possible demonstration of enthusiasm, and in 
the second part the beautiful aria of Handel, ‘* An- 
gels ever bright and fair.’’ This latter song was 
given with excellent taste, and was an admirable 
illustration of the vocalist’s art. In response to the 
applause, Mme. Bishop sang *‘ Home, Sweet Home,”’ 
with great effect. The other artists engaged in the 


“concert were Mrs. De Lano, soprano; Mme, Papin, 


pianiste; Mr. Remmertz, and Mr. Godoy. The 
house, including the small adjoining hall, was 
crowded, and, as usual at similar concerts, there 
appeared to be a desire to have every number of 
the programme repeated.

MR. RAYMOND’S RETURN. 

Mr. John T. Raymond has returned to our 
stage with a new play. His appearance aroused 
hearty applause last evening at the Park Theatre, 
and his performance in the new character cut and 
shaped for him by Mr. Archibald C. Gunter was 
watched with interest and was the cause of much 
genuine merriment. The character, however, isa 
poor and worthless one, and the play in which it 
fills a place isan odd compound of sentiment and 
burlesque. Mr. Gunter’s previous works for the 
stage were found wanting, like most American 
plays, in vigorous conception and clear treatment; 
his latest effort—it is called ‘Fresh, the Ameri- 
ean,” a title which reminds one more of 
street slang than of Henry James, Jr.— 
is somewhat obscure. and inchoate in 
its purpose. In this “fantastic comedy,” 
Mr. Gunter makes an attempt seemingly 
to portray a certain type of American—one of 
those lively persons who carry about them a cling- 
ing odor of the stock-board, who are extraordi- 
nary in their own eyes as wellas in the eyes of 
others, and who, by dint of their magnificent prac- 
ticality, became heroes of impossible romance. 
Mr. Gunter’s character is in reality a conceited. 
boorish, impolite, offensive, and utterly repulsive 
donkey, though he is represented as a hero 
in his way. His way, however, is singularly 
unheroic. Nevertheless, the dramatist makes of 
this vulgar castaway from Wall-street a sort of 
demigod in the eyes of a lovely Egyptian princess, 
and it is with the efforts of this curiously assorted 
pair to become man and wife in virtue of the ‘* Con- 
stitution” that the action of the play deals. Of 
course, it is possible to look at all this as 
mere burlesque; as burlesque it is amusing, 
but from any other stand-point it is absurd. Super- 
ficially, the play is one of fun and frolic; it is lively 
in its incidents, it excites laughter, and its effect is 
harmless; it gains a certain novelty, moreover, 
from the contrast which is made between practical 
Americanism and Oriental extravagance. We are 
led to believe, on the whole, that Mr. Gunter looks 
upon ‘‘ Fresh’ as acomedy. If thisis the case his 
mistake is painfully obvious, for his play has no 
serious motive or merit, and no value beyond that 
of its broad comic effect. Its chief weakness, un- 
doubtedly, isthe character of Fresh, which is too 
unreal and exaggerated to be in the least distinc- 
tive. Mr. Raymond failed to make it distinctive, 
although he made it humorous; it was the 
crisp gayety and zest of his acting, not its artistic 
result, which impressed the audience last night. 
His speeches and actions were followed by warm 
tributes of laughter and applause; but they did 
not carry with them the keen force of a new per- 
sonality. The character was nothing, the fun was 
everything. The supporting cast was fairly compe- 
tent. 

BAYONNE’S RIGHT T0 A STRELT. 

A suit, which involves the title toa large 
portion of the water-front of Bayonne, is about to 
be tried in the Hudson County Circuit Court. In 
1854 « tract of land fronting on the Kill Von Kull at 
Bergen Point was sold by Samuel D. Ingham and 
Matthew Jenkins to William B. Reed, subject to 
the easement oi a street called Ingham-avenue, 
which the original owners had dedicated to 
public use. In_ Reed’s deed the lines of the 
street are definitely fixed. In 1856 Reed 
sold a portion of his purchase to Henry Paret, but 
no mention of the street dedication was made, In 
the same year Messrs. Jenkins and Ingham sold 
some adjoining property to William A. Gunther 
with the restriction as to the street dedication. A 
short time ago Street Commissioner Barney discoy- 
ered that Reed’s, Paret’s, and Gunther’s property, 
or portions of it, had been fenced in, and that por- 
tions of the street had been taken. He gave notice to 
the Council, and they instructed City Attorney Clem- 
ents to begin ejectment suits. Counselor Collins, 
forthe defendants, expresses his intention of tak- 
ing the case into the United States courts, as the 
owners of the property are residents of New-York. 
The defendants claim that no dedication was ever 
made, and they propose to contest the cuse vigor- 
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ously. In 1854 the water-front was of comparatively 
little worth, but of late years it has become very 


valuable.

WALLACK’S UP-TOWN HOUSE.

A LEASE FOR TWENTY-ONE YEARS 
OUT—TERMS OF IT. 

The initial step toward the erection of Wal- 
lack’s new up-town theatre, at Broadway and 
Thirtieth-street, was taken yesterday. It consist- 
ed in the filing inthe Register’s office of the lease 
of the ground upor. which the new building is to 
be erected. The instrument, which is dated Feb. 


8, 1881, is executed by Susan E. White, the 
owner of the property on_ the_ north- 
east corner ot Broadway and Thirtieth-street. 
which is at present occupied by several small 
buildings of comparatively little value. The lessee 
is John Lester Wallack. The property is described 
as having a frontage of 106 feet 8 inches on Broad- 
way anda depth upon Thirtieth-street of 72 feet 9 
inches, and is leased to Mr. Wallack for aterm of 
21 vears from the ist of May next, at an annual 
rental ot $20,000, payable in quarterly installments 
of $5,000 each. The terms ot t e lease pro- 
vide that a theatre or other building is to 
be erected upon the land within two years, 
to cost not less than $75,000, and that the lessee is 
to discharge all the taxes, assessments, &c. At the 
same time, he is given the privilege of two renewals 
at a reasonable rent, to be decided upon in case 
the contracting parties cannot agree by three 
umpires, each of the principals to have the selec- 
tion of one and the third to be agreed upon by the 
other two. Mr. Wallack, his heirs, assigns, or suc- 
cessors are also given the right to remove, within 
10 days after the expiration of the lease, whatever 
buildings they may have erected, otherwise they 
are to become the property of the lessor.

A ROW IN THE NINTH DISTRICT REPUBLICAN 
ASSOCIATION. 

There was a decidedly uproarious and disor- 
derly meeting of the Ninth Assembly District Re- 
publican Association, in the Bleecker Building 
last night. John W. Jacobus is President of 
the association, but he was absent last night, and 
Col. E. M. Ehlers acted as Chairman. Myr. Jacobus 
was recently nominated to the Senate by Presi- 
dent WHayes for United States Marshal in 
this district, and, as he was not present to 
do it for himself, Col. Ehlers offered a 
preamble and resolutions highly eulogizing Mr. 
Jacobus’s career and public services and urging 
his confirmation by the Senate. Edmund Tinsdale, 
a member, objected, as the acting President had 
offered these resolutions before the order of mis- 
cellaneous or new business was reached. ‘The 
Colonel admitted that the proper order of business 
had not been reached, but said he had ‘concluded 
to take the bull by the horns and make new busi- 
ness of this matter.’’ Mr. Tinsdale raised a point 
of order, and at once Col. Ehlers told him to sit 
down or he would have him put out. From this 
time to the close, lasting over an hour, the meet- 
ing was of the bear-garden pattern. Mr. Tinsdale 
at last got the fioorto offer the following set of 
resolutions as a substitute for those offered by Col. 
Eblers: : 

Whereas, It has come to the knowledge of this asso- 
ciation that one J. W. Jacobus has been nominated 
for the office of United States Marshal of this district. 

Resolved, That we believe the said nomination to be 
subversive of the principles laid down in his letter of 
acceptance of the nomination of Presidency,dated July 
8, 1876, wherein is set forth ** That the old rule, the 
true rule, honesty, capacity, and fidelity, should con- 
stitute the only real qualifications for office.”’ 

Resolved, Tuat this association deem the said J. W. 
Jacobus incapable and absolutely unfit to fulfill the 
duties of said office, being disqualificd, through igno- 
rance, to perform its duties.

About 8:30 o’clock the curtain went up and 
the opening tableau was presented. Two hundred 
boys and girls were on the stage (there were 365 en- 
gaged iuthe exhibition, all told,) and they all looked 
pretty and happy. The tableau wasa beautiful one, 
representing the Goddess of Liberty introducing 
Prince Carnival to the Thirteen States, and putting 
himonthe back of an immense butterfly, to lead 
the grand procession. Prince Carnival wasso small 
that he was at first generally believed to be onlya 
stage baby; but when he winked, and then smiled 
and turned his head, it became known that 
he was made of real flesh and blood. He was 
too large to go in a thimble, but would have 
rattled about ina pintcup. He had rosy cheeks, 
(it may have been rouge. but give him the benefit 
of the doubt,) chubby lips, and laughing eyes. His 
legs, covered with long blue stockings. would have 
made a fine pair of crochet needles. He seemed to 
be standing in a perilous position onthe butter- 
fly’s back six or eight feet above the 
stage; but there wasan iron rod running between 
the butterfiy’s ribs and his alveolar process, and a 
belt thas went around the little Prince’s waist was 
securely fastened to the protruding end of this 
rod. The Prince was one of Prof. Marwig’s 
younger children, and he did his part brave- 
ly. George Washington, at the head of an 
immense army of liliputian troops, all in Conti- 
nental costume, was mounted on a ferocious Shet- 
land charger. The part of Washington was ably 
taken by young Arthur Marwig, who has figured in 
former carnivals, and it did rather seem as if the 
Marwig family had blossomed out like a rose-bush. 

After the opening tableau came the gramd pro- 
cession of infantine wonders—a dazzling pan- 
orama of colored lights, graceful, tiny fig- 
nres, flashing brilliants, and the essence of 
the poetry of motion. There were, first, ‘* four 
jesters, from different roval courts, in their 
grotesque and mimic dances.” Then came 
“three tableaus, by the Goddess of Liberty and 
the 13 original States, representing their final 
Union,” and as the blushing little damsels knelt 
near the centre of the stage they pointed their tiny 
spears toward the box in which Gen. Grant sat. and 
the spectators applauded. Then followed, in regular 
order, the ‘‘ entry of 16 Columbines, who performed 
a characteristic Harlequinade dance, followed by 
Clown, Harlequin, and Pantaloon:’’ banner- 
bearers from different countries on horses, fol- 
lowed by a congress of soldiers, each represent- 
ing a different nationality, introducing his peculiar 
military dance, and then the entry of Donna Bi- 
anca di Castilla, who danced “La Gitana.’’ her 
national dance, followed by her suite of Young 
Maids, who performed “ La Jalousie,” a brilliant 
fan dance. Donna Bianca di Castilla is as pretty 
a little girl and as_ graceful a dancer as 
ever a New-York audience looked upon, and 
she was given a tumult of applause. She is a 
perfect little chromo, with pink cheeks and 
bright eyes, and itis almost a shame to tell her 
little secret—that she is not a child from some Cas- 
tilian palace, but simply little Laura Welsh, of Port 
Richmond, Staten Island, the maiden who repre- 
sented Autumn in last vear’s carnival. This dance 
was followed by a company of infants, who intro- 
duced a comic instrumental ** Baby Polka,” 

The succeeding representations were: ‘ Entry 
of the Butterfly and the Pink and White Roses per- 
torming a grand Adagio ‘La Livalite Entre les Roses,’ 
a competitive dance, followed by a large number of 
children representing Leaves, and one representing 
the Sun;’’ entry and procession of the Goddess 
Flora, ina brilliant temple of fleecy veils, sur- 
rounded by a collection of chiidren, representing 
various flowers; Gen. Washington on his horse, 
with hisarmy of young soldiers, attired in full 
Continental uniform: grand tableau and finale— 
Gen. Washington saluted by his soldiers, drawn 
in lines on either side; crowned by the Goddess of 
Liberty, assisted by the Thirteen States. The 
tableaus were fully equal to those presented last 
year, and, in the opinions of many of the specta- 
tors, much better. They were immediately suc- 
ceeded by several dances for the children and a 
promenade, and then the dancing began in earnest. 
Most of the little ones were sent off to bed, and the 
silks and satins went down out of the boxes and 
whirled hither and thither till the very clocks 
would have blushed to tell how late it was.

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HITTAKER'S CASE AGAIN 


GEN. SCHOFIELD AND THE CAUSES 
OF HiS SUSPICIONS. 


UNWILLING TO GIVE THEM BECAUSE TO DO 


80 WOULD BB UNWISE—ACCESS TO 


WHITTAKER FROM OUTSIDE EASY—DE- 


FENDING'THE CADETS. 
Henry Ward Beecher, his brother, the Rev. 


Dr. Edward Beecher, Gen. Francis Fessenden, Gen. 
Abner Doubleday, Gen. Horace Porter, and Major 


Schermerhorn were among the spectators yester- 
day who overcrowded the room {n the Army Build- 


Ing where the court-martial of Cadet Whittaker is 


in progress. A dozen ladies, wives.and friends of 
the members of the court, were also interested ob- 
servers of the proceedings. Major-Gen. Schofield 
lstened to the reading of his testimony of Friday, 
and at its conclusion desired to say something ad- 
ditional regarding the suspicions which many per- 


sons entertained at that time that the affair had 


been perpetrated by the Cadets. There was a feel- 


ing of indignation over the affair that pervaded the 
entire Cadet corps, the General said, and the Cadets 
were sincerely earnest in their desire to discover 
the perpetrators. From his intimate knowledge of 
the Cadets, it seemed to him that it was just as 
reasonable to suspect them of participation, or of 
being engaged in shielding the guilty, as it would be 
to suspect the first-class guests of a hotel in par- 
ticipating in a robbery that was committed on the 
premises or of shielding the robber. 

In renewing the cross-examination of Gen. Scho- 
ficld, ex-Gov. Chamberlain said: ‘‘ You have al- 
ready testified to what you considered Whittaker’s 
perfect confidence on being confronted with the 
conclusions of the commandaant’s report; that this 
coniidence seemed to indicate that he had outside 


support. You said you never ceased to think that 
this affair did not originate with Whittaker. Now, 


will you give us the grounds of your beliefs, and 
tell us whether you have any suspicions as to who 
are implicated in originating this affair?" “I don’t 
think,”’ replied the witness, ‘*that I have any such 
euspicions either as to the fact or to the person 
that would justify me in making them known. 
Considering the relations of the Academy to the 
country at that time, my belief as to the probabili- 
ties was that the affair had its origin outside of the 
limits of the Academy, I have said to my supe- 
riors that I had such suspicions. I shall never 
cease my investigations of these suspicions so 
long as I have any doubts about the origin of the 
atfair. I eannot make public these suspicions.” 

In reply to further questions upon these points, 
the witness said he was not conscious of ever hav- 
ing committed himself to the theory that Whittaker 
did mutilate himself. He had some slight sus- 
p:cions as to the quarters in which originated the 
scheme, but he admitted that his investigations had 
somewhat lessened those suspicions. While he was 
perfectly willing to give any light he could on this 
whole subject. he would be culpable in giving to 
the court or to the public his suspicions without 
some corroborating evidence. Neither did he care 
to commit them to the Judge-Advocate, although 
he nad no doubt, as Mr. Chamberlain suggested, 
they would be treated confidentially by that officer. 
His rule would be to continue those suspicious 
in his own breast until the proper time arrived to 
divulge them, pursuing his own investigations 
meanwhile to determine on what foundation they 
rested. In answer to questions by members of the 
court, the witness testified that ten or eleven hours 
elapsed from the time he saw Whittaker in his 
room in the morning until he again saw him in the 
hospital in tne afternoon. One interview at 
least would be necessary to complete any 
conspiracy which may have existed between 
Whittaker and outsiders. There were 
abundant opporunities for such _ interviews. 
He thought that one or two such conferences might 
have actually occurred, although he did not make 
this fact the basis of his suspicions. The claim of 
prestige for West Point Cadets, which he had inti- 
mated rather than made in his previous testimony, 
was based on the fact that he bad never known 
Cadets to agree to shield culprits. He had heard 
that studenis of other institutions had done that. 
Cadets would, however, refuse to swear against 
their associates. To overcome this practice, he 
made a new regulation, which was approved by the 
President, compelling Cadets to give the Court of 
Inquiry ailthe information in their possession, ex- 
cept such as might criminate themselves. 

Col. Morrow—Is it nota fact that the highest of- 
fense which can be urged against a Cadet is iying? 
A.—It is the one offense which no Cadet will permit 
another to know he has committed. 

Gen. Miles—In regard to your suspicions about 
the originators of this affair, have you any positive 
evidence or knowledge of any kind to support 
them’ A.—My suspicions were rather the result 
of analyzing the details of the affair, its surround- 
ings, motive, and effects. The question of motive 
produced more effect on my mind than any other 
one, or the several facts combined. 

Col. Morrow-—Did any facts come to your knowl- 
ecuo that caused you to change your first opinion, 
which was to the effect that Whittaker was inno- 
cent? A.—No. The change may probably] have 
been produced by an interchange of views with 
the other officers. 

In reply to Prof. Greener’s question as to the 
ease with which access to the barracks could be 
gained by outsiders, the witness replied that per- 
sons having a knowledge of the grounds could have 
gained the barracks without any difficulty, for until 
this affair occurred no sentries were ever posted at 
the rear during the night. The Cadets’ doors had 
no fastenings. The probabilities were against dis- 
covery if outsiders were at all shrewd in picking 
their way into the barracks. 

Major Alexander Piper, the officer in charge at 
West Point at the time of this affair, was next ex- 
amined. To him was reported by Cadet-Adjutant 
Carter the absence of Whittaker from roll-call on 
the morning of April 6, and at the Major’s direc- 
tion Cadet Burnett went to Whittaker’s room to 
learn the cause. The witness was examined at 
great length upon the details of that morning’s oc- 
eurrences, both inside and outside Whittaker’s 
room, but his testimony added nothing of value to 
that already furnished by Cadet Hodgson and Gen. 
Schofield. 

The court adjourned until 10 o’clock to-day.

ON TRIAL FOR KILLING HIS WIFE. 

The trial of Samuel J. W. David for the 
murder of his wife, Margaret, at Wynockie, N. J., 
on the 13th of last November, was commenced yes- 
terday in Paterson before Judge Dixon. The State 
was represented by Col. Woodruff, and the acoused 
was defended by Messrs. Comstock, Millard, and 
H. J. David. The principal witness for the State 
was the little son of the accused, Josie David, only 
8 years of age. The State had kept him boerding 
in a Paterson house for some time under the charge 
of ths court, where he could not be reached and 
tampered with. The little fellow, self-possessed 
and cool, gave a straightforward story of the facts 
relating to the case, and was a stronger wit- 
ness for the defense than for the prosecu- 
tiea. He said that his mother went out 
about 6 o’clock in the evening, and 
did not come back again. Wis father came back 
about 10 o’clock, and together they searched the 
grounds .or his mother. Not finding her, David 
and Josie went to bedin the same room. Toward 
morning Josie’s father awoke him, saying that 
there was a strange noise inthe house. They got 
up and looked out and found his mother lying 
senseless by the back doorin the yard. She was 
brought in and laid,upon a pillow and quilt upon 
the floor, and the defendant put mustard plasters 
en her feet. She gave one or two gasps, and Josie 
was sent out to call some neighbors and tell them 
nis mother was dying. When he returned she was 
dead. All that the testimony of the other wit- 
nesses amounted to was that they saw Mrs. David 
about 6 o’clock the night before well and strong, 
and she was leaving the house with a bag of flour, 
The hearsay evidence about the Davids not living 
amicably together, which was the principal basis of 
the Coroner verdict, was all ruled out. ‘The case 
will be continued to-day.

MR. BEECHER’S FARMER’S WILL. 

Thomas J. Turner, who for about 20 years 
had had charge of the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher’s 
farm, at Peekskill, died on Jan. 5 with no heirs in 
this country, but he left a will giving his property, 
valued at about $5,000, to several friends. The will 
was drawn up by Surrogate Owen T. Coffin in due 
legal form, and the deceased kept it among his 
other papers, occasionally showing it to his intimate 
friends. Since his death this will and several 
other important papers have been missing, and 
diligent search has failed thus far to bring them to 
light. Only $110 are fonnd to his credit inthe bank 
in which he usually had considerable money, be- 
sides a mortgage for $1,300. By the terms of the 
will, he left $200 to Thomas Bulger, a friend; $500 
to the Sunday-school of St. Peter’s Church of Peek- 
skill, and after other ey of money and per- 
sonal goods, he made R. P. Fox, W. T. Sisthorpe, 
and Valentine Hanf his residuary legatees and Ex- 
scutors. On the morning after Turner’s death, Mr. 
William Beecher called on Surrogate Coffin and 
asked the surrogate if Turner had made any will. 
Mr. Coffin replied in the affirmative and showed 
the original document which he had drawn up. It 
Is said that Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher visited the 
deceased during his last hours, and at the time of 
his death, picked up a number of his papers for the 
purpose of taking care of them. Mr. Fox andhis 
associate Executors think the will may, after all, be 
found among these papers.

THE DANGEROUS PRACTICE OF VARNISHING 
BREWERY VATS. 


Testimony of an extraordinary nature was 
given yesterday before Coroner Herrman at the !n- 
quest in the cases of Carl Bauerle, John Braun, 


Anton Witschoreck, and John Pfanner, who on the 


6th ult. were roasted alive in a fermenting vat at 


Peter Doelger's brewery, in East Fifty-fifth-street, 
while they were varnishing the inside of the vat 
with a preparation of shellac and alcohol. Pfan- 
ner’s widow testified that there was a mystery 
about her husband's work at the brewery. Hoe 
would not say what his work was, but he said that 
he did not like to go to work on the day of his 
death, as they were going tovarnish, He had been 


only six months {n America, and his wife was a 


widow two months after marriage, Mrs. Bauerle 
testified that her husband said that the work was 
dangerous, and that, if anything happened, those in 
the vat would be killed. Witschoreck’s widow tes- 
tified that her husband was as mysterious about 
his work as Mrs. Pfanner’s. When she asked him 
what he did atthe brewery he said it was none of 
her business. He, however, said that the work 
was dangerous and that if an accident occurred all 


would lose their lives. He was afraid of the work, 


and on the morning of the accident he asked his 
wife for a clean apron, as, if anything happened, it 
would not burn so easily asa dirty one. é often 
expressed the fearthat some day he would leave 
home never to return alive. Carl Braun, John’s 
brother, said that when John lay dying he said that 
the lamp which caused the isaster was Peter 
Doeiger’s. There had been three or four accidents 
in the brewery caused by using naked lights in 


varnishing, Witness had heard that naked lights 


were used in the closed vats, He had had expe- 


rience, and in his opinion there should have been 
an outlet of escape for each man who was in the 
vat. The opening in the vat in which the acci- 
dent occurred was 50 small that a stout 
man could not enter the vat through it. 
Buckel, the foreman, had the directing of the men 
who did the varnishing. The foreman, he said, is 
generally a good man, but he kicks and hits his sub- 


ordinates sometimes, Men who do the varnishing 
should be accustomed to such work; the other men 


in the brewery were not anxious to do the work be- 
cause of the accidents which had happened. 

Philip Gerber testified that he was burned while 
varnishing in a vat on the 17th December. He 
knew that the varnish was dangerous. Another 
man was burned atthistime. Henry Clauson, the 
brewer, testified that he had been in the 
business 27 years, and that it was customar 
to varnish vats at least once a year. The varnis 
used is very inflammable, and in his brewery it is 
the custom to send only one man ina vat at a 
time, and to station another outside in case of 
accident. He condemned the practice of sending 
four men into a vat atatime, He also condemned 
the use of naked lights, although he never con- 
sidered it necessary to useasafety lamp. Adam 
Ahrens, the man who watched at the man-hole 
while the four men worked in the closed vat, testi- 
fied that he was a laborer in a wine-cellar in Ger- 
many, and that he had been at Doelger's brewery 
since August. The order to varnish the vat was 
given by Buckel. Ahrens was prepared for an 
accident, and had hop sacks ready to wrap round 
the men in case one occured. After they had 
been at work in the vat half an hour, Witschoreck, 
who wasasort of underjforeman, passed a safety 
lamp out of the man-hole to Ahrens, who handed 
back a common conductor's lamp. When the con- 
ductor’s lamp was drawn into the vat there was an 
explosion, and the men in the vat wriggled through 
the man-hole with their clothes on fire. Witness 
was burned while endeavoring to extinguish the 
fire on his comrades’ clothes. William Zinsser, the 
manufacturer of the varnish, testified that he sold 
a safety lamp to Mr. Doelger and told him that it 
was prudent to use it.

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WRECKS AND STORMS ON THE SEA, 

The Norwegian bark Subra, which came in 
yesterday from Bordeaux, consigned to C. Tobias 
& Co., was 43 days on the voyage. Capt. Otter 
beck, her master, said that on the 12th and 18th of 
January he passed a large quantity of deal boards 


that evidently had been cases of cargo thrown 
overboard by a vessel. On the night of the 15th, 
while in latitude 42° and longitude 55°, he passed a 
bark with the foretopmast and gallant-topmast 
gone, and the foremast standing without a fore- 
yard. He also passed some timber and a part of a 
vessel’s house painted white. While off the Banks 
he encountered strong gales, which kept him there 
for 15 days, during which time it snowed frequert- 
ly. The heavy fogs, which the Captain 
called sea smoke, lay very dense for a height 
of :about three or four fathoms; above that 
there was clear sunshine. Ail hands suf- 
fered intensely from the cold, and a few evenings 
since the Captain narrowly escaped being suffo- 
cated. A fire was lighted in his cabin, and he went 
to sleep. As the flue did not draw well gas poured 
into the cabin. At midnight the mate when he 
called him to the watch received no answer, and 
on going down and shaking him found that he was 
insensible. The sailors then carried him on deck, 
where he Jay two hours under a north-easter before 
he recovered consciousness. The brig Emma L. 
Schaw, after 57 days’ passage from Belfast, came in 
yesterday. She was kept by gales off Cape Hatteras 
for 14 days. A dispatch peporee! that the English 
steamer Canima, from Halifax for New-York, was 
ice-bound for five days at Tuckernuck, near Nan- 
tucket, after which she ran aground on a shoal 
near there. The steamer Manhasset pulled her off, 
but her stern was considerably damaged. At the 
office of Messrs. Clark & Seaman, agents of the 
Canima here, nothing had been heard from her at 
a late hour yesterday. 
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SAVINGS BANK LAW. 

Samuel Israel sued the Bowery Savings 
Bank in the Marine Court, to recover the amount 
of the balance of a deposit made by him. The 
bank, in defense, set up a by-law printed in its pass- 


books which provided that a payment to a person 
producing a depositor’s pass-book should be a valid 
payment to the depositor, and it was shown that 
such a payment had been made of the amount sued 
for. The plaintiff did not controvert the fact of the 
payment, but denied having himself received the 
money. At Trial Term, judgment was given in favor 
of Israel. An appeal was, however, taken by the 
bank to the General Term of the Court of Common 
Pleas, which has just reversed the judgment of the 
Marine Court and ordered a new trial because of 
the error of the latter tribunal {n not dismissing 
the complaint. The Common Pleas holds that the 
by-law made a contract between the bank and the 
depositor, and that the bank was protected from 
further liability in the absence of any proof that it 
had made the a negligently or without the 
exercise of ordinary care. J. J. Lyons and Osborne

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


ROBBERY AND ASSAULT, S0 CALLED 
THE MYSTERIOUS AND PERPLEXING TALE 


AN EIGHTH-AVENUE FAMILY TELL. 
Roundsman Osborne, of the Twentieth Pre- 


cinct, while on his way to the station-house in 


West Thirty-seyenth-street overhearé two men 
on the corner of Ejighth-avenue talking about 
@ robbery early in the morning at the Golden 
Grape Hotel, No. 626 Eighth-avenue, during 
which members of a family had been bound, 
gagged, and oeohioroformed. The roundsman 


reached the station-house at 7:50 A. M., and in- 
formed Sergt. Allen of what he had heard, No 


report of any such occurrence had been 
made to him previously, and he immediately 
sent Detectives McConneli, Smith, Leddy, and 
Murphy to the place indicated. On arrival they 
found the family of Mr. Marcus Marsop in a state 
of great excitement. Mr. Marsop ts a shoe-dealer 


at No. 8 Reade-street, and, with his family, occu- 
pies the second floor of the house at No, 56 Eighth: 


avenue. His family consists of his wife and daugh- 
ter, aged 4 years, and Kate Hoeflich. a German do- 
mestio, aged about 19. The apartments consist of 
alarge front room, in which Mr. and Mrs. Marsop 
slept, a dark hall-room, used as a bedroom by the 
servant, a dining-room, connected with the front 
room by a passageway, andarear kitchen. There 
are three doors ieading into these apartments, but 
two of them are secured by bolts on the Inside, 


while the third, which is the one in common use, 


is closed with a spring night-latch or a padlook on 
the outside. In the front room, beside the bed, 
wasacribin which the child slept. Marsap was 
formerly in business with M. C. Miller, a shoe- 
dealer, at No. 655 Eighth-avenue, and it was his 
custom to be at the store on Saturday nights, acting 
as cashier. He invariably took home with him the 
cash received after bank hours. He was at Miller’s 
store last Saturday night and when he left is said 


to have taken with him $170 in bills. 


When the detectives arrived at the house yester- 


day they were told that this money had disap- 
panes together with $130 belonging to Marsop, 
is gold watch and chain, and a diamond stud. 
The money had beenina cigar-box ona table in 
the front room. He went out withsome friends 
on Sunday evening, and returned home about il 
o’clock. His wife and child were at that time in 
bed, and the servant girl was sleeping in the dark 


room adjoining. On retiring he hung up his yest, 
containing his gold watch and chain, and the dia- 


mond stud he allowed to remain in his shirt. 
A gas-jet turned very low was allowed to burn. 


The servant girl was in the habit of getting up at 4. 


o’clock on Monday moraing, and he frequently had 
to callher. He awoke once during the night and 
got up, but finding it was 2:50 o’clock he went to 
bed again. Everything was then in proper order. 
Later he heard the little girl calling him, and 
was conscious of a dull and heavy sensation in his 
head, with a peculiar odor in the room. Getting 
up, he felt dizzy. His wife was asleep, and he had 
great difficulty in arousing her. Her hands and 
feet were tied so tightly that she could not move. 
He at once cut the cords and assisted her to rise. 
She staggered about like a drunken woman, and 
complained of a heavy pain in her head, and that 
her limbs were numb. He then started for the 
kitchen to get water, and as he entered the pas- 
sageway he stumbled over the form of Kate Hoef- 
lich, who was lying on the floor unconscious. She 
was bound hand and foot. Mr. Marsop called the 
bar-tender from the saloon below, who assisted him 
in releasing the girl and restoring her to conscious- 
ness. He then found that the money tn the cigar- 
box, his gold watch and chain, and the diamond 
stud had disappeared. The door of the dining-room 
opening into the hall was open when he first saw it. 

Mr. Marsop's tale {s corroborated in many par- 
ticulars by his wife. The detectives began an in- 
vestigation, doubting the truth of it. Neither Mrs. 
Marsop nor the girl Kate showed any marks of 
rough usage. The cord with which they were tied 
was stout wrapping twine. Three other families 
are living on the upper floors, but no one was dis- 
turbed by an unusual noise during the night. Mr. 
Marsop said the work must have been done about 
8:30 A. M. The detectives ridiculed the notion 
that the robbery had been committed by profes- 
sional burglars, and said they suspected the servant 
girl was concerned in {t. Mr. and Mrs. Marsop 
ooth protested against the arrest of their servant, 
but the officers took herto the station-house, She 
appeared greatly troubled and declared that she 
knew nothing of the robbery. She told the officers 
she had got upto see what time it was and had 
passed through the room {n which her employers 
were sleeping without noticing anything wrong, 
but as soon as she entered the passage again she 
was pushed down, and lost consciousness. She 
knew nothing more until she was revived by Mr. 
Marsop. She was locked up ina cell. Later in the 
day officers learned that the watch and chain and 
the diamond stud had been found, though the 
money was still missing. Atthe house it was said 
that the stud had been found on the floor, beneath 
the rug, in front of the open fireplace, and the 
watch and chain in an old shoe-box for holding 
coal in the passage-way. Beneath a high and heavy 
wardrobe the officers found $170 in bills wrapped 
up in a newspaper. 

The servant was arraigned yesterday at the Jef- 
ferson Market Police Court, accompanied by Mr. 
and Mrs. Marsop and Mr. Miller. A formal com- 
piaint was made against ler, and she was re- 
manded to the custody of the Police. At the sta- 
tion-house, after she was locked up, she insisted 
that she had told the truth, and knew nothing 
whatever about the robbery bevond what she had 
disclo:ed to the Police. She had told them that on 
entering the passageway she had been seized from 
behind and pushed down, but to the reporter she 
said that assoon asshe entered the poe she 
was stupefied and she fell, so that she knew noth- 
ing of what subsequently took piace until revived 
by her employer. She said she had felt drowsy all 
day, and that her head still ached. Mrs. Marsop 
when spoken 'to at first said she had been directed 
to decline to answer any question, but she after- 
ward said that when awakened she found that the 
chiid's crib had been moved away from the bed so 
as to enable the witness to reacn her more easily. 
She claims to have lost a twenty-dollar gold piece. 
Detectives are actively investigating the case, and 
fresh disclosures will probably be made to-day. 
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THE NEW-YORK SUGAR EXCHANGE. 

The first meeting of the New-York Sugar 
Exchange was held in the rooms of the Importers 
and Grocers’ Board of Trade yesterday afternoon. 
President Benjamin H. Butler, in his opening re- 
marks, claimed that sugar, in some form or other, 
pays one-third of the entire revenue collected in 
the United States. Healsospoke of the extraor- 
dinary position taken by the refiners in opposi- 


tion to the Exchange. This was subsequently ex- 
plained by some of the other members, who said 
that the refiners, to the number of not more thana 
dozen, control the trade of the City, so that they 
are able to dictate to brokers and importers, and 
they naturally do not wish that condition of affairs 
to be disturbed. The constitution, outlined in THs 
Trves’s report of the preliminary meeting of the 
trade, and a long series of by-laws, were adopted. 
These place the initiation fee at $250 and the an- 
nual dues at’ $100. All persons of good character 
and commercial standing gepeg engaged in 
the sugar trade in this City, oras bankers or mer- 
chants, with an established place of business here, 
may be elected members. The privileges of the 
association will be extended to any copartnership 
in which any member of the association may 
actually be a partner. Every member may be rep- 
resented on the Exchange by a clerk in his regular 
employ, subject to the approval of such clerk by 
the Board of Trustees. These Trustees are to be 
12 in number, and are to include the President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer. The en- 
tire property, affairs, business, and concerns of the 
Exchange are to be vested in them, and they are 
to serve without pay. So are the standing com- 
mittees. Mr. Lyman moved, as an amendment to 
the by-laws, that the initiation fee be increased to 
$350 after July 1, but afterward withdrew it. The 
Exchange has 42 members on its roll.

PUSHING THE MERCHANTS’ TELEGRAPH. 

A meeting of members of the Produce Ex- 
change was held yesterday afternoon, and a New- 
York branch of the Merchants’ Telegraph Com- 
pany of Chicago was organized by the election of 
Alfred M. Hoyt, of Jesse Hoyt & Co., as President; 
Charles R. Hickox, of Hughes, Hickox & Co., as 


Vice-President; George C. Martin, of David Dows 
& Co., as Secretary and Treasurer, and the follow- 
ing additional members of the Board of Directors: 
E. R. Livermore, of E. Rt. & R. B. Livermore; Ed- 
ward Annan, of Hazletine & Annan; Franklin Ed- 
son, of Franklin Edson & Co., and David Bingham, 
of Bingham Brothers. The new company is to 
have a capital of $300,000, and is to be or- 
ganized under the laws of the State of New- 
York. A __ cetificate of incorporation was 
sent to Albany yesterday. The other branches 
of the company are to be as_ follows: 
Chicago, capital, $500,000; Buffalo, capital, $50,- 
000; Toledo, capital, $50,000; Detroit, capital, $50.- 
000; Cleveland, capital. $25,000; Milwaukee, capital, 
$25,000; total, $1,000,000. The shares are to be of 
the par value of $50 each, and no person is to be al- 
lowed to subscribe for more than $5,000. Mr. 
Crosby, Chairman of the Chicago committee, has 
gone on to place the stock in the other cities 
named. At yesterday’s meeting each of the new 
Directors was hg a subscription list. Mr. David 
Bingham filled his in a few minutes, obtaining 30 
names and $20,000. The others were almost equally 
successful, and it is expected that there will not be 
a share to be had by this afternoon. 
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‘WOMEN FIGHTING IN UNION-SQUARE. 

Two well-dressed and apparently respect- 
able young women were taken into the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday, having been arrest- 
ed for fighting in the street. They were Mrs. Clara 
Doylor, of No. 62 East Sixty-seventh-street, and 


Miss Isabella Blake, of No, 234 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-second-street, the latter being em- 
ployed by the Domestic Sewing-machine Company 
at Broadway and Fourteenth-street. The ofticer 
said that at the south-east corner of Broadway and 
Fourteenth-street he saw the women engaged ina 
disgraceful fight, much to the amusement 
of the spectators, who had formed a 
ring about them. Miss Blake appealed to 
him for Belen ye against Mrs. Doyler, who, she 
said, had assaulted her without provocation. Her 
face was flushed and scratched, while her bonnet 
and veil were torn to shreds. Mrs. Doyler, who 
was without visible marks of punishment, insisted 
that Miss Blake was the aggressor. The officer 
took them both into custody. Atcourt Miss Blake 
made a charge of felonious assault with intent to 
kill agsinst rs. Doyler, and said that a few days 
ago she had drawn a revolver on her and threat- 
vned to shoot her. She had known Mrs. Doyler 


since last December, and Mrs. Doyler was jealous 
of her, but Miss Blake eald indignantly that the no- 
tion was too absurd to be entertained for a moment. 
While waiting for Justice Patterson, she and Mrs.

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THE SOARCITY OF ChLOTON WATER. 
COMMISSIONER THOMPSON ASKS THE PUBLIC 
TO PREVENT WASTE. 

Public Works Commissioner Hubert O. 


Thompson issued yesterday the following card to 
the public asking that care be taken in the use of 


Croton water: 


To the Public: 

The reduced pressure in the water supply 
throughout the City calls for an officiai and author- 
itative statement of the exact present condition of 
the case. The amount of water consumed in the 
City should not exceed the carrying capacity of the 
aqueduct. This amount has been constantly sup- 


plied, and if the inhabitants are 60 careless and 


wasteful {n {ts uso that the draught upon the mains 


and supply-pipes prevents the water from reaching 
the highest stories of buildings, they are directly 
responsible for it. I have exhausted every means 
in my power tc check waste, and have even re- 
sorted to the extreme measure of absolutely shut- 
ting off the water in houses where waste is con- 
tinued. keeping up a constant and thorough inspec- 
tion throughout the City to ascertain the extent 


Oi the practice of letting the water run continually 
—& practice which is unjust to others and 


dishonest in itself. The extraordinary drought of 
last Summer, extending over a large section of 
the country, and exceeding everything known in 
the Croton Valley for the last 50 years—not except- 
ing the well-remembered droughts of 1876 and 
i877—was followed by intense cold weather before 
the storage reservoirs in Putnam County could be 
replenished so as to supply the deficiency of the 
Croton River during the Winter season. e have 


therefore, been dependent mainly on the natural 


flow of the Croton River, which since the ‘th of 


January, when seven inches of water was running 
over the lip of the Croton dam, has gradually sub- 
sided until it is now considerably less than the ca- 
pacity of the aqueduct. In view of the aimost to- 
tal want of water in storage, I do not consider it 
advisable that the City should consume more or 
much more water than the river can supply. It 
may therefore become necessary for a short time 


to limit the quantity for consumption still further 


until relief is afforded by the melting of snow and 
ice. 

It is a mistake to suppose that there is a want of 
sufficient water in cags of fire. Direct communica- 
tion is established between the Fire Department 
and responsible men stationed day and night at 
the gates of the reservoirs in the park, so that 
sufficient pressure can be given in whatever pay 
of the City a fire may occur. In case of accident 
to the aqueduct, which is the only means of bring- 
ing water to the City, we would be entirely de- 
pendent on the waterin the Park reservoir until 
repairs could be made. The necessity of main- 
taining the present height of water is therefore im 
perative. LIagain call upon all citizens to exercise 
the utmost care in the use of water, that the 
present unfortunate condition of affairs may be 
mitigated as much as possible.

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KILLED ON THE RAIL. 
HOW A TICKET TAKER ON THE ELEVATED 
ROAD LOST HIS LIFES. 

Another fatal accident occurred on the 
Ninth-Avenue Elevated Railroad early yesterday 
morning, caused by the carlessness or foolhardi- 
ness of the victim. Alonzo Rice, a widower, 50 
years of age, had been working as an extra relief 
ticket-taker atthe station of the up track at Bar- 
clay and Greenwich streets for about 10 days. He 
reached Barclay-street, on the down track, accord- 
ing to the story of J. C. Wright, the ticket agent, 
at 5:55 o’clock yesterday morning, on the first train 


from Fifty-ninth-street. On leaving the train he 
entered the station, and after three or four min- 
utes conversation with Wright and the colored 
porter, said he would cross to the up-town station 
and see {f he was wanted for duty. He passed out 
of the door to the piatform, and that was the 
last seen of him by Wright until his 
dead body was brought in, a half hour af- 
terward. The rest of the story is_ told 
by F. D. Parrish, the engineer of Engine No. 26. 
He left Fifty-ninth-street with his train at 5:36, 
and reached Barclay-street at 5:57. As he ap- 
proachec the station he saw Rice standing on the 
platform, and when the engine was within 10 feet 
of him he says that Rice deliberately jumped to 
the track at a point opposite the girder which con- 
nects the two tracks at the northern end of the 
station. Parrish instantly reversed his engine 
and put on the brakes, but it was too late to avoid 
striking the man. The engine struck Rice and he 
was carried along under the wheels for a distance 
of 15 feet before the train came tc a stov. The 
engineer and conductor, with Officers Sands and 
McDermott, and Roundsman Saul, of the Church- 
street station, after working half an hour, suc- 
ceeded in drawing the body, which was terribly 
mangled, from beneath the engine, where it was 
found, lying on its side, between the drip pan and 
the ash pan. The engine had to be raised clean 
from the track before the body could be ex- 
tracted, and in all probability Rice was 
killed almost instantly by the shock. The corpse 
was taken to the Church-Street Police Station, 
where it was viewed by Coroner Knox, who granted 
a burial permit soon after noon, the inquest being 
postponed. Mr. Wright, the station agent at Bar- 
clay-street, says that Rice was in the habit of cross- 
ing'the tracks on the narrow girder, although he was 
warned several times against the dangerous practice, 
and the order of the company forbidding it is posted 
conspicuously in the station. The trafficof the 
road was delayed over half an hour by the accident. 
Superintendent King, of the Eastern Division, said 
that after a full investigation the company had de- 
cided that no blame whatever attached to Engineer 
Parrish. 
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THE JUVENILE ASYLUM’S REPORT. 

The officers and Directors of the New-York 
Juvenile Asylum are about to submit their twenty- 
ninth annual report to the Legislature. From the 
advance sheets the following facts are taken: The 
finances of the asylum are ina good condition, no 
indebtedness existing. A small contingent fund 
will remain after the new buildings are completed, 
and if, as hitherto, occasional legacies are received, 
no further demands for papocrs will be made on 
the City Treasury beyond the stipulated per capita 
allowance. The average number of children cared 
for during the year in the asylum was 658, and the 
number of officers, teachers, and employes, 48. For 
10 months there were but 8 cases of seri- 
ous illness, 7 of pneumonia, and 1. of 
typhlitis. In September and the early part of 
October there were 13 cases of dysentery, of which 
2 were fatal. The number of children in the asy- 
lum at the beginning of the year was 775, which 
added to the 577 received during the year, made the 
total 1,352. Of these 151 were indentured, 485 were 
discharged and returned to — and 716 re- 
mained in the institution at the close of the year. 
The temperance society which has been organized 
there exerts a good influence among the boys in 
the way of weaning them from the use of tobacco. 
There were used during the 12 months 175,310 quarts 
of pure milk, 1,138 barrels of flour, 72,098 pounds of 
fresh meat, 1,600 pounds of chickens and turkeys, 
42 barrels of beans, 4,766 pounds of butter, 577 gal- 
lons of molasses, 1,631 pounds of coffee, 1,827 pounds 
of dried apples, and 40 barrels of eating apples. 
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TOO READY WITH A REVOLVER. 
Arthur A. Hall, a tailor employed at No. 
702 Broadway, was arraigned in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday, before Justice 
Patterson, to answer a charge of attempting to 
shoot Mr. John Chandless, of No. 138 Macdougal- 
street. Hall has been paying attentions to Miss 


Lizzie Swift, a respectable young woman boarding 
atthe house. At 4 o'clock on Sunday afternoon 
Hall calied at the house and asked to see Miss 
Swift. Mrs. Chandless found him intoxicated and 
refused to admit him, telling Hall to call when he 
was sober. He forced his way into the house, 
ascended to Miss Swift's room and began to kick 
at the door. Mr. Chandless ordered him out of the 
house, when Hall drew a revolver and fired at 
him. Mrs. Chandless struck his arm up as he firea, 
and the bullet lodged in the door-casing, doing 
noharm. Hall was arrested by Patrolman Lake, 
of the Fifteenth Precinct, and when asked for an 
explanation of his conduct refused to make any 
statement. In default of ball he was committed to 
prison to await the action of the Grand Jury.

DEATH OF A CENTENARIAN. 

Marie Schreckler, who was born at Lehm- 
bach, neat Strasburg, on the 24th June, 1778, died 
on Saturday at No. 49 Avenue A, rear. Her hus- 
band was one of the soldiers of Napoleon I., and 
was killed at the battle of Laon. Her daughter, 


now Elizabeth Kunzman, a widow, was born in 
1814, three months after her father’s death. Mrs. 
Kunzman came to America with her mother 40 
years ago. For several years past they suffered 
for want of the necessaries of life. Mrs. Kunzman 
earned a pittance by charring, and the centena- 
rian occasionally gained a few ——— by knitting.

HISTORICAL ELHMENTS IN SCRIPTURE. 
The Rev. Dr. J. B. Thomas, of Brooklyn, talked 
for two hours and a half yesterday to the Baptist 
ministers on the ‘Significance of the Historical 
Elements in Scripture."’ The first part of the lec 


ture was devoted to the subject of the miracles of 
the Bible, under which head Dr. Thomas claimed 
that although no man could tell how miracles had 
been done, the fact that they were performed re- 
mained undisputed. Whatever came to men 
through the testimony of their own consciousness 
was to be accepted as a fact, and might at ieast 
constitute the basis of inductive reasoning. No 
man could prove a miracle, therefore he would not 
start with the assumption that the Scriptures were 
inspired, forthe word inspiration involved atheory 
and admitted of different meanings. The Bible 
was a comprehensive history of the development 
and progress of nations; its pages afforded 
glimpses into kingly palaces, described the man- 
ners and customs of different countries and ages, 
discussed the problems of the world, and contained 
the the very epitome of wisdom. Natural, social, 
and linguistic history was given in detail in the 
Old and New Testamenis. Dr. Thomas spoke at 
length on the symmetry and structure of the 
historical elements of the Scriptures.

SUIT FOR DIVORCE DISMISSED. 

In the suit of Gould H. Thorpe for an abso- 
lute divorce from Laura M. Thorpe the defendant 
denied the charges against her, and said the plain- 
tiff had no standing in court, because he had mar- 
ried her in defiance of a prohibition contained in a 


decree of divorce granted against him. Sheshowed 
that Mr. Thorpe’s first wife obtained a decree of 
absolute divorce from him in 1861, and that he and 
she went to Philadelphia in 1875 toevade the pro- 
hibition, and were there married.

Tests by the Government Chemist, 


Dr. Edward G. Love, the present Analytical Chemist 
for the Government, says the New-York Tribune, has 
recently made some interesting experiments as to the 
comparative value of baking powders. Dr. Love’s 
tests were made to determine what brands are the 
most economical to use. And as their capacity Hes in 
their leavening power, tests are directed solely to as 
certain the available gas of each powder. Dr. Love's 
report gives the following: 

“The prices at which baking powders are sold ta 
consumers I find to be usually 50 cents per pound J 
have, therefore, calculated their relative commercial 
values according to the volume of gas yielded on a4 
basis of 50 cents cost per pound.”
